Gen. Weaver said manning the coast 
defense in Hawaii, the Philippines and 
the Panama canal wine has depleted the 
available force of coast artillery troopa 
in the United States. 


Questioned by Chairman Hay, Gten. 
Weaver said that the guns now on the 
coast defenses were of a pattern de- 
signed in 1890, 
He asserted, however, 
that the suf>erior range-finding facilities 
of the coast defense service, its heavier 
projectiles and a longer range, which 
might be secured by. altering the .present 
carriage, would put the coast deensc on 
equal terms with anv attacking fleet.

London, Dec. 5.— (12:35 p. m.) 
—While reports continue to come 
into London that the battle of 
Lodz has ended in a Russian vic- 
toi-y any official confirmation still 
is lacking, and it is apparent to 
British observers that conditions 
in the north of Poland are today 
virtually the same as they were 
one week ago, aftei' the Gei-rnan 
ai'iiiy iiad been saved from over- 
wlielming defeat by the brilliant 
operation of C4eneral Mackenzie. 


Details of the Lodz fighting are 
beginning to filter through and 
tliey easily prove it to have been 
the' most bloody struggle of the 
entire w^ar. • 


The riermans are described as fightiiiff 
•their way througli tlio Russian lim-s 
over the iieapcd-up bodies of their com- 
rades. wliile from Kiev comes tlie «an- 
nouncement that the fortress there is 
crowded with German prisoners. 
Inci- 
dejitally Kiev reports that sincc the 
beginning of tlie war 130.000 soldiers 
and 2,500 officers have passed tlironch 
Kiev as prisoners of war. 


The allies Jiave reaacd clniminc i< 
tremendous victory for Russia. 


The Russians would appear not yet 
to have been diverted from their at- 
tacks in Galicia, and the invasion of 
H ingary, but the fortresses of Przemysl 
and Cracow still are intact and arc like- 
ly to put up u stronger defense against 
tbe Russians than did the Belgian forts 
against ihe Germans. IJiilcss a decisive 
defeat can be inflicted on" the Austrian 
army at Czenstochowa, it is argued in 
London, it is not probable that the Rus- 
sian army of the-south will be In a po- 
sition to begin any serious invasion of 
Silesia until Cracow has been reduced. 


An eye witness with the British forces 
reports that both sides in west Fland- 
ers are engaged in siege operations and 
that the Germans have almost entirely 
.abandoned their infantry assaults in 
force. 


Novel Sort of "Way. 


A novel kind of warfare recalling the 
hand to hand combats of a century ago, 
but with entrenching and engineering 
features iindraained before the days of 
the present powerful explosives, is ;; 
feature of the fighting along the western 
battle front.

An official,report from,Vienna admits 
that the advance of the Austrians has 
j^en prevented by violent attacks from 
^rong hostile forces covering the Serv- 
ian retreat. 
hint is given as to the 
identity of these forces, but the "opinion 
is expressed.in London that Russian aid 
has reached the sorely pressed Serbs. 
Berlin reports that such help will be no 
longer possible for the reason that the 


blowing up of the

tunnel near 
Tekija has blocked communication witli 
Roumania and made impossible the pas- 
sage of Russian transports along th« 
Danube.

They indicate that the Germans who 
fought their way out of the Russian 
trap, performed a most desperate and

tacks, until it was able to rejoin the 
main body.

^ Petrograd« Dec. 5.—The most tragic 
moment of the fighting about Lodz thus 
fax, it is reported here, occurred be- 
tween Tu8Z3m and Brzeziny, southeast 
of Lode. 
Heavy German forces which 
had penetrated to Tuszyn it appears, 
were surrounded and obliged to fight 
their way to Brzeziny to unite with the 
iii;iun body. 


The Russians essayed counter attack 
after counter attack to 
prevent 
the 
Junction but the Germans cut a passage, 
at the point of the bayonet for a dis- 
tance of fifteen miles. 


This battle is called the bloodiest and 
most pitiless fight of the war. Ninety 
per cent, of the German officers were 
put out of action and many regiments 
^ d less than one hundried men left. 
The fighting lasted 
thirty-six 
hours. 
The Germans fell in rows but their 
co^ades pushed forward over the bodies 
and hurled themselves against the Rus- 
sians. 


The heaviest fighting in the vicinity 
of Lodz during the past two days has 
©(¿uired in the course of maneuvering 
for the poasession of Lask, 15 miles 
Boiithwest of Lodz. On the Szcerczow 
line, which is 15 to 20 miles long, east 
of the Warta, the fighting appears to 
indicate that the Germans have been 
heavily reinforced and that they are 
filling the gap between their right wing 
and the isolated body which has been 
striving to turn the Russians left. 


' The German defense on the northern 
front in East Prussia occupies a posi- 
tion along the river 
Angerapp 
from 
Gumbinen to Darkehemen and thence to 


the northern extremity of the Mazuri^ 
lakes at Angerburg. 
Here the Russians 
are entrenched close to the German line. 
On the east front of the lakes and to 
the Vistula the Russians have taken a 
position slightly back of their line of 
advance ten days ago. 
Both^ sides ap- 
pear to be awaiting the outcome of 
the struggle at Lodz. The main German 
forces in this region are concentrate"! 
about Mlawa. 


The military critic of 
the 
Bourse 
Gazette reckons the loss of the Aus- 
trians in prisoners is equal to their 
number of dead and wounded and places 
the fighting strength of Austria now at 
two thirds of what it was at the be- 
ginning of the war. He cites the small- 
er percentage of Austrian artillery fall- 
ing into Russian hands and says this 
is accounted for by an explanation in a 
recent issue of the official War Messen- 
ger to the effect that since the second 
Austrian retreat from Poland the Aus- 
trian always is w^ithdrawn from the 
field before the final issue of battle. 
This, he declares, amounts to beginning 
a retreat before they are actually de- 
feated.' The critic also points out the 
large proportion of officers, including 
colonels and lieutenant colonels, among 
the prisoners, as indicating the demor- 
alization of the Austrian army and the 
loss of fighting spirit. 
He states th-it 
the last 50,000 Austrian prisoners in- 
cluded 600 commissioned officers. The 
writer contrasts this with the results 
where the Russians are engaged against 
the Germans. 
There, he declared, the 
officers fall fighting.

BEN DAVIS APPLES 


HOLD S M D 
PLACE 


More Baldwins Are Raised 
in U. S. Than Any Other 
Variety. 


Washington, D. C., 
Dec. 
6.—^More 
Baldw^in apples are produced in the Uni- 
ted States than any other variety, and 
the Ben Davis is a close second. 
This 
information was obtained by the bu- 
reau of crop estimates of the depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington. The 
percentages of leading varieties 
pro- 
duced in a normal yeax are here shown: 
Baldwin, 13.4; Ben Davis, 13.3; North- 
ern Spy, G.l; Winesap, 5.1; Rhode Isl- 
and Greening, 4.7; Jonathan, 3.6; Bome 
Beauty, 3.1; Early Harvest^ 2.8; Grime's 
Golden, 2.2; Wealthy, 2.2; York Imper- 
ial, 2.1; ilaiden Blush, 2. There is less 
than 2 per cent, of every other variety. 
It takes these twelve varieties to make 
up 60.6 per cent, of the total crop, and 
twenty-three other varieties made 29 
per cent., unnamed varieties accoimting 
for the remaining 10 per cent. 


Contrary to general opinion I^souri 
is not the leading Ben Davis -state. In 
Arkansas 44 per cent., in Hlinois S7.8 
per cent, and in Missouri 84.2 per cent, 
of the total crop is Ben Davis. It will 
have to be confessed, however, that Mis- 
souri produces more Ben Davis apples 
than any other state, even if its propor- 
tion of them is less than in Arkan«»» 
and Illinois. 


In the east the Baldwin, is th© lead- 
ing variety. 
In California the yellow 
Newton and the yellow Bellflower are 
the principal apples. 
The Jonathan 
leads in Washington.

WOBORII TO GUIE 


Will Describe Colorado Fuel 
and Iron's Part in 
Coal Strike. 


Denver, Col., Dec. 6.—The part played 
by the Colorado Fuel and Iron company 
in the southern Colorado coal strike is 
expected to be outlined today, before the 
federal industrial relations committee 
by J. F. Welborn, president of the com- 
pany. 


Mr: Welborn yesterday, told of his 
first experience with strikers since he 
became connected with the company, 
twenty-five years ago. 
This strike oc- 
curred in 1894. 
Guards and deputy 
sheriffs were employed, he testified, to 
protect the property of the company, as 
they were in the present strike. It was 
brought out that at the call of the 
strike in 1913 the company had 5,500 
miners, of which forty per cent, struck. 
Four thousand miners are now in tj?e 
employ of the Colorado Fuel and Iron^ 


company. 
There had been increases of 
pay of about 5 cents a ton at five year 
intervals 
beginning in 1902, until 1912. 
Total increases. in Laa Animas county 
being at that time 32 per cent, and 
from 40 to 45 per cent, in Huerfano 
county. These increases were voluntar- 
ily granted to meet the union scale of 
competing companies, according to the 
testimony. 


Fotmer United States Senator Pat- 
terson, of Colorado, and John McLen- 
nan, president of district No. 15, of the 
United Mine Workers of America, tes- 
tified that the violence - in the strike 
field-had its provocative in the employ- 
ment of mine guards, deputized as sher- 
iffs, during a more

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The Indianapolis 
Indictments. 


The indictments of two state officials and eleven 
inembers or attaches of the last Indiana legislature by 
the Marion county grand jury, at Indianapoils, on fraud 
charges, is bound to create a lively sort of sensation over 
the state. Whether it shall develop that conviction be 
obtained is, of course, yet to be determined. The grand 
jury acts upon evidence which it believes indicates a pre- 
Bumption of guilt. In actual trial it is not infrequently 
impossible to substantiate to the satisfaction of a jury 
charges which a grand jury has regarded as sufficient 
to warrant it in lodging the charges. 


Sifted down, the indictments appear to be based on 
the charge that door-keepers, clerks and stenographers in 
excess of the legal number were employed by the last 
legislatm'e, and that the payment to these employes of 
any state funds for their services was wholly illegal and 
constituted fraud under the Indiana statute. 
One ele- 
ment that is likely to prove an important factor when the 
cases come to trial is the fact that but one of the thirteen 
men involved in the indictments is said to have himself 
received any of the financial fruits of the alleged wrong- 
doing. The whole thing, appraised in its worst aspect, ap- 
pears to be solely the operation of the vicious principle, 
followed by all political parties, that a certain number of 
*Hhe boys"—as many as possible of them, in fact—have 
jto be taken care of as a reward for their political fealty. 


Whether the officials and the ^^plimder committee 
jbf the last legislature had precedent for its action or not, 
wie do not know. We do not believe, however, it can af- 
ford to offer a plea of that sort in extenuation of any of 
its actions that may develop to have been illegal. The 
people of Indiana will insist that, if guilt is present, it be 
adequately punished. It is worthy of note that the pur- 
pose for which the special grand jury was called—the in- 
vestigation of charges that bills which never passed were 
juggled through the legislative session and into the print- 
ed acts—developed nothing on which retributive pro- 
cedure may be hinged. If unlawful payments to super- 
fluous legislative employes has obtained, however, and the 
¿resent instance be the means of putting an end to the 
practice, both Governor Ralston, whose action demanding 
the special grand jury investigation brought about a de- 
velopment of which the public had no hint, and the grand 
gurors, who lodged the charges, will have performed a dis- 
tinct seirvice for the state.

GIVE PLUM PUDDING 


TIME TO "RIPEN." 


(By Caroline Coe.) 


As every good housekeeper knows, 
pluin pudding must have time to "ripen" 
before it is served at the holiday din- 
ner, or at the wedding feast, or what- 
ever the "grand occasion" may be that 
calls for this festive dish. 


An English recipe'that has stood the 
test of years is aa follows: 


Wash one pound, each, of seeded rai- 
sins and cinrrants. Drain and dry per- 
fectly dry, chop one pound of suet and 
rub with four tablespoons of flour. 


Blanch and chop one-half pound al- 
monds, 
one-quarter 
pound 
citron 
(shaved in fine pieces), three teaspoons 
(each) of candied lemon 
and 
orange 
peel (cut fine). Mis all these with the 
suet and flour. 
Add the raisins 
and 
currants and one tablespoon 
of salt. 
Stir into this mixture one wine glass of 
cider, add one potmd of dry fine bread- 
crumbs, mix and set away, covered with 
tight cover, for thirty-six hours. 


When ready to boil the pudding add 
eight eggs (well beaten), one-half cup 
of lemon juice and one-half poimd of 
flour. Knead all together and fill well- 
buttered cans two-thirds 
full. 
Cover 
and boil or steam for eight hours.

How to Cut 


a Rich Cake 


Very often you find that 
when cutting or slicing a 
cake, that the cake is so 
rich or delicate that the 
slice breaks or crumbles, 
and yoTi are ashamed to 
serve it to your company. 
There is a simple way to 
overcome this. Many peo- 
ple will cut a cake just 
like 
cutting 
a 
slice 
of 
bread, and, generally, 
a 
little thinner, which caus- 
es it to crumble or break. 
The better way to cut a 
loaf or square cake, is to 
cut it about three-quarters 
of an inch in thickness and 
then lay flat and cut it 
again in. the center.

Chester Hinton Svolves the 
Innovation Glide as At- 
t r ^ v e Addition to Ball- 
room Steps and Tells The 
Sentinel Readers About 
It. 


(By Caiester Hinton.) 
Months ago, when the modern dances 
vame into effect .and established the 
craze all over the United States, as 
well as in many countries in Europe 
and South America, a good many, peo- 
ple, especially the elder folks eliininat- 
ed this pleasure either because 
they 
imagined the dance too intricate or im- 
proper. 


Today it is different. For, looking at 
the dance floors, take our local . halls 
for an example, and you will perceive 
that nine-tenths of the dancers, includ- 
ing the older folks, tpo, have 
finally 
taken to this plausible style of danc- 
ing. 
Some because it denotes pleas- 
ure; others for exercise, for dancing is 
a great supplement to athletics. 
And 
still others, who at first were in doubt 
a« to jtheir propriety are convinced that 
these dances originated by the Gastles 
and other noted dancers are just as prop- 
er in every respect as the waltz or two- 
step which has been the accepted uni- 
versal dance. 


Like new fashions they are considered 
very odd and perhaps 
outlandish 
at 
first, but in time you become acctis- 
tom^ to them. 


You must remember It is not 
the 
dance which causes so much debarment, 
but the position the dancers assume. 
Any dance can be roughly danced or ex- 
aggerated. 


Referring to the very latest varia- 
tions, any ordinary dancer, has he fol- 
lowed the Boston, Tango, One-Step and 
Hesitation^ which are really the funda- 
mental steps of which these prevailing 
capers are based, should with a little

practice, as it takes in anything else, 
accomplish them. 


The Innovation" Glide, which I origi- 
nated for the benefit of the Fort Wayne 
dancers is a very simple, as well 
as 
pretty dance. 
My descriptions to .fol- 
low are as clear aa I could .possibly ex- 
plain them on paper. 


To begin with, the Innovation Glide 
shoiild be executed without 
touching 
your partner or joining hands through- 
out the dance. 


The first step is a gallop. 
Facing 
your partner as in regular dance posi- 
tion, but with hands elapsed behind you, 
the gentleman starts with his left foot 
and gallops forward for three coimts, 
while the lady starts with right foot 
and gallops backward for three counts. 
On third count, you bend knees slight- 
ly and on fourth count the gentleman 
changes from left to right foot leading, 
emphasizing a little 
dignity 
on the 
fourth count. 
Then leading with the 
right foot, the gentleman again gallops 


forward for three counte, slightly Iwadi 
knees on third count and changes frM 
light to left and so on. 


Iliis can be repeated^ two or ; tfatM 
times or as the dancers desire. 


The second s t ^ is a little more dif* 
ficult than the first. 
Assuming dde 
positions, you both proceed - forward 
into glizzey step. The gentleman start- 
ing with the left foot alternates after 
the fourth coimt with right, while the 
lady does the same only starting with 
th eright. This takes up âght counts. 


The glizzey is nothing more than the 
crossing of one foot in frcmt of the 
other on the first coimt and gliding for- 
ward for the next three éounts. 


Leading into next count, the daneen 
both turn into reverse position,' but still 
proceeding in same durection. 
Insiead 
of the glizzey iwe the cross-owrer step 
which is very much similar. The gen- 
tleman crosses his right foot o^er the 
left on count one, glides backward three 
counts, alternating after 
the 
fourth 
count? with left. The lady does exaotly 
the same only starts the first eoonk by 
crossing with left foot.

tary men cannot talk - unless they are 
summoned by the 
committee, 
which 
would require a vote by the committee, 
which is, equivalent to requiring the com- 
mittee to act favorably before, the tes- 
timony is presented on a subject to 
which the administration is opposed.

Since the secretary of the navy for- 
bade the singing of ."Tipperary" on the 
theory that this might be an evidence of 
unneutral friendliness for the British, 
the question has been raised whether 
the tune of "America" should not be 
banned, since " it is also sung to the 
words, "God Save the King."

Seattle, Wash., Dec. 4.—Seattle is the 
largest city in America to go "drj-." 


In the state 
election 
recently 
the 
"wets" plastered the billboards with pos- 
ters which declared that "no dry city 
was ever a great city." 


Economists Avho want to 
test 
the 
truth of this should watch Seattle dur- 
ing the next few years. A tougher test 
could not be found. 
Does prohibition 
pay in dollars and cents? 


Seattle's wonderful growth in the past 
has been closely linked with the liquor 
trade. If Seattle is going "dry," it was 
once^ one of the "wettest" 
cities 
in 
America. 


Ever since this" city wa.? a frontier 
town, courting "the Alaska trade," it 
has been a fixed belief of business men 
that the rich Alaskan, with gold in ev- 
ery pocket, would not come down to Se- 


attle to "winter" if he could not buy 
booze and gamble, but would stop at 
Vancouver or go to Portland or San 
Francisco. 
And the Alaskan not only 
buys booze, but machinery and sup- 
plies. 


W3ien Seattle goes "dry," there will 
be no lures of lighted bars and noisy 
cabarets to bring the Alaskan 
here. 
Will he continue to come? 


There are foin- breweries here. They 
will go to California, which stays "wet," 
and to British Columbia. 


There are 315 saloons, all of which 
must close. They pay $1,000 license— 
$315,000 a year.' This revenue will be 
lost. 


The "drys" eay that the 
financial 
benefits of prohibition will more than 
compensate for this and other losses. 
They point to Bellingham, with 30,000 
population, which has been "dry" four 
years. 


Tlae business men of Bellingham were 
as glum four -^ears ago as the busi- 
ness men of Seattle are now. Yet Bell- 
ingham has grown remarkably since it 
became saloonless. 
The business men 
there say they do not want to return 
to the saloon." There are 
more 
new 
btiildings, more and 
laager bank# ac- 
counts, less unemployment, less poverty 
and less crime in Bellingham now than 
there ever were in its "wet" days, and 
the tax rate has gone down. 


Seattle will have more than a year 
to get used to the idea. 
The saloons 
must close on or before January 1, 1916. 


Seattle has another and more serious 


lufacture of 


that of 
problem confronting it than 
business. 


This city has, especially during the 
winter months, a large floating popula- 
tion—^Alaskans, fishermen, sailors, log- 
gers, miners, construction men and plain 
bums. 


These men "wintci-" in the saloons. 
These and the lodging houses are the 
only places where they are nuide to feel 
"at home." What shall take the place 
of the saloons in the lives 
of 
these 
homeless men ? 


It is admitted by the ministers. tha,t 
the churches cannot provide a substi- 
tute. 
Dr. Sidney Strong, a prominent 
Congregatonalist minister, advocates a 
chain of municipal "clubs" 
along 
the 
waterfront and "below the line." 
The 
idea has met with favor. Tacoma, Spo- 
kane and Oregon cities are faced by 
problems similar to these. 


After January 1, 1916, not only will 
the manufactufe and 
retail 
sale 
of 
booze be forbidden in the state, but 
every person bringing in booze from 
another state will have to get a permit 
^from the county auditor. A record of 
'booze buyers will be kept. 


No person can buy booze oftener than 
every twenty days, and he cannot buy 
more at a time than twelve quarts of 
beer or a half a gallon, of liquor. 


The permit will be taken to the liquor 
house ordering the booze, and it must 
be attached to the booze when delivered 
to the consumer. No express company 
will be allowed to deliver booze if the 
permit is not attached.

The matter of sending goods on ap- 
proval originally was not regarded as 
one of vital importance; and it was not. 
The abuse of this privilege in recent 
years, however, in many stores, has 
caused a difficult and unprofitable sit- 
uation, and it is up to the women's wear 
dealer who wants to keep his business 
on a clean basis to get away from it 
just as far as possible. And that means 
taking a firm, unqualified stand on the 
subject. 


The experience of many ready-to-wear 
dealers is that the gannent that is sold 
on approval seldom stays sold. It is a 
good deal as though a customer of a 
bank, who needed money for a short 
time only, were to go into tlie office of 
the cashier and say, "I want to borrow 
ten thousand dollars. 
If I decide to 
keep the money for thirty days 
or 
longer, n i pay you your regular rate 
of interest. But if I find I can return it 
within a week, Avhy, of course, you won't 
expect me to pay anything for tlie use 
of the money, will you?" 


Such a proposition, made seriously to 
a banker, would entitle the proposer to 
a seat in the wagon headed to the near- 
est' booby-hatch; yet the 
pseudo-cus- 
tomer who comes in and "purchases" a 
garment on approval is in reality mak- 
ing thai; kind of proposition.' There is 
no logical justification for it, and the 
longer ready-to-wear men put up with 
the situation, the worse it ii going to 
grow. 


"SVhen a woman comes in and looks at 
a dress or cloak, tries It on and sees the 
effect, she knows definitely whether she 
can wear it or not. If she begins to talk 
about sending it out on approval, it's a 
fifty-to-ono shot that she 
intends to 
wear it at some special occasion and 
then shoot it back to the store. In fact, 
the proposition is so plain, on its face, 
that it's a wonder that shrewd business 
men have been falling for it so long. . 
Tell Them Plainly, ''No Goods on Ap- 
proval." 


Many members of the 
trade, 
who 
know by experience that sending a dress 
òr coat on approval is not making a 
sale, would like very much to get away 
from the practice altogether, but appar- 
ently haven't the moral courage to do 
so. 
Tliey resort to the expedient of 
making excuses, and wriggling out of- 
the situation in an undignified manner. 
There is no reason on earth why; the 
customer should not be. told plainly that 
it is contrary to the policy of the store 
to send ' goods o^n approval, and ;that 
if they are to be sent outj it is with 
the definite wderstanding that they :be- 
long to the purchaser and not to* the 
store.

The merchant 
will let the customer try i t on and .looW

Friend Husband or Friend Father, who 
is accustomed to pay for the clothes; 
but what Friend Merchant is to do, ex- 
cept hold the bag, is not taken into 
account. 


Purchasers would have far more re- 
spect for a store if the announcement 
were made plainly and conspicuous!}'by 
means of a "sign posted at some promi- 
nent part of the store: "No Goods Sent 
on Approval."

realize that here was a house which did 
business on a 
business 
basis. 
When 
they wanted the use of its goods, they 
Would buy them, and not try to beat 
the game by "borrowing" them for a 
few days by means of the 
approval 
stunt. 


Just why a merchant should want to 
sell on approval is very difficult to im- 
derstand. 
It is probably because so 
many dealers are blinded by the pros- 
pect of possible profits that they will 
resort to anything to make a sale, even 
though their better Judgment 
should 
tell them that it is liot a sale at all. 
but merely a mirage, which will fade 
into nothingness in the immediate fu- 
ture. Experience is a good teacher, but 
there are some people wlio cannot learn 
even from it; and among them are the ; 
ready-to-wear dealers who cling to the 
habit of-selling on approval, even when 
they know that the chances are against 
the sale being made to stick. 
What an "Approval" Means td 
the 
Store. 


' Just consider what happens 
to the 
garment, sold in that way. It goes out 
of stock—which means that the capital 
of the store is reduced to just that ex- 
tent. A single item does not amount to 
much, but when all these items ate add- 
ed together, it is apparent that they 
amount to a great deal. 
The modern 
store carries as many different numbers 
as possible, and comparatively few of 
-any one. Hence to withdraw a garment 
from stock, especially if it is a popular 
and easily salable item, is to nm the 
risk of missing the bona fide sale which 
might easily be found for it. 


In the next place, it is necessary to 
pack and wrap the merchandise, and to 
have it delivered. In the case of many 
specialty stores, no delivery equipment 
is maintained and a definite charge is 
made by the parcel concern which han- 
dles the deliveries.. There would be ex- 
pense in any «event,' but it is brought out 
clearly when the work is done by some 
body else, as it frequently is. 
If the 
goods are returned, the inerchant loees 
tiiis absolutely» and when many return» 
are made from approval sales, the loMea 
on this item alone are considerabl«.' 


There mtist alio be a record made of 
the transaction ¿ showing that the gar 
ment was sent OA approval, and re«, 
cording the action that was. finally tak- 


en. Of course, the books and the book- 
keeper are there, and it does not cost 
anything, apparently, to handle one ac- 
count or one transaction. 
True, but it 
costs a great deal to attend to the of- 
fice work for an entire store, and if part 
of the time and equipment are to be 
taken up uselessly, it is evident that 
something of value is being lost. 


Combining all of 
these 
things—^the 
loss of the stock, the risk of losing a 
real sale and the expense of handling 
the operation—there does not seem .to 
be a single good reason 
for 
sending 
goods on approval. 
There is another 
objection against 
the practice, which 
applies more to summer goods aiid to 
dresses than to heavier stock, such as 
cloaks and coat suits, and that is the 
possibility of soiling or damage. It is 
practically impossible to recover 
the 
amount involved in such a case. 


In 99 per cent, of the cases, the sort 
of trade ivhicli demands , the approval 
privilege is not especially desirable, and 
the merchant who declares against it 
will lose nothing AVorth having.

Discontinuance of Weather 
Bulletins Part of War 
Plan. 


The Hague, Nov. 20.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—^It is because the 
German Zeppelin aircraft seldom, if ever 
undertake extensive operations 
unless 
favorable weather conditions are prom- 
ised, that the French military authori- 
ties issued their recent order forbidding 
the publication of weather 
forecasts. 
Abbe Moreux, director of the weather 
bureau, has explained how the cutting 
off of these reports will affect German 
calcuIationB. 
He says that the order 
is no mere whim of the French censor, 
but is designed to bear vitally upon the 
much-feared Zeppelin raid on England. 


"It is clear," the abbe states, "that 
the desperate efforts of the Germans 
to reach the French coast between Dun- 
kirk and Calais are prompted by their 
intention to attack England with Zeppe- 
lins. A dirigible balloon from Antwerp 
could go the distance of 320 kilometers 
(about 180 miles) to London, Mmbard 
Üie city and return to its b ú e in less 
than ten hours. 
Such a trip, however, 
would have to be made under very fa- 
vorable weather conditions. 


Abbe Moreux explains that in order 
to work out their weather (predictions 
the Germans would require about sixty 
reports, which in normal times appear 
at a certain hour in the principal Euro- 
pean cities. The most important weath- 
er stations are along the channel coasts, 
BO that if France and England send no 
reports the others are practically value- 
less. So, he concludes, the Germans will 
be imable to make their calculations, 
and will have to run the risk of their 
huge Zeppelins being wrecked by a sud- 
den storm along the channel if they 
undertake a raid on England.

far more reprehensive than for a private 
citizen to . receive pay for endeavoring 
to control the' election or. nomination 
of officers. 
Such conduct upon the :part 
of so-called political lobbyists thWarts 
the very purposes of ' poUtical parties 
and destroys liheir efficiency 
and 
all 
aims thereof • that are lauaabie or for 
the public good ; destroy s £he confidence 
in the men who are elected .to offi9e on 
party tickets; destroys the confidence of 
members of political parties ..in their 
party and causes them to feel that it is 
not worth while tq attempt to take 
part in their party affairs or take part 
in the affairs of government in any 
way. It brir.gs the legislature into dis'- 
respect and causes the-law that it * en- 
acts to be looked upon with." contempt.^ 
In other words, such conduct is inimical 
to the very foundation of republican 
form of government and ought to .'be 
prevented by severe "legislation, so far 
as legislation can affect it.

Crumpacker was fined $100, 
but the charge against Knotts was dis- 
missed, when he declared he had not 
been served with the subpoena. 


The grand jury indicted no one for 
the alleged irreiruIaritieB it was original- 
ly called to investigate. 


Evidence Fails to Show. 


The grand jury's report says "the evi- 
dence shows that money was paid to as- 
sure bill; 423 to be^placed in the acts."

"Attacks are made on the firing line 
trenches by blinded saps, which are con- 
structed by special earth borer," ac- 
cording to a report from an eye witness 
at the front, issued by the Press bureau 
today. 
"When this secret tunnel," con- 
tinues the report, "reaches , the enemy's 
trench, an assault is delivered amid a 
shower of hand ffrenades. Tlie stormers 
endeavor to btirst their way through the 
opening and then try to work along the 
trench. 
Machine 
guns

brought up to replace counter attack. 
Most of this fighting takes place at such 
close range that the guns on either .side 
cannot be fired at the enemy's infantry 
without great risk of hitting their own 
men. 


"Bombs have come to take the place 
of artillery and they are being used in 
enormous quantities. 
The short range 
howitzers are of three types and these 
used by the Germans have come to be 
termed the ".lack Johnson" of close at- 
tack. 
The smaller bombs and grenades 
thrown by hand, although lo(?aTi in ac- 
tion, are very unpleasant, particularly 
in the enclosed space of a trench. These 
grenades arc thrown continuously 
by 
both sides, and . every trench assault is 
first preceded and then accomplished by 
showers of 
these 
murderous missilies. 
This kind of fighting is very deadly and 
owing to the difficulty of observation'it 
is at times somewhat blind.

Sound Warning. 


(By IV&ry Boyle O'Reilly.)

London, Dec. .4.-^''England must" ex- 
pect to be attacked at home. She must 
not rest undier the comfortable delusion, 
that she will not be assailed," said the 
Chief Scout," Lieutenant • General • Sir 
Robert Baden-Powell. 
. 


We must be ready for the worst. 
A 
hostile raid on the Yorkshire coast, a 
rapid march straight across the country, 
the enforced flight of inhabitants, the 
demolition of their cities arid towns by 
dynamite—and there are at once fovir- 
teen million people starving and on the 
hands of the little army of the south. 


"It is'^the duty of : every patriot to 
take up-arms now'with no feeling of 
aggression or bloodthirstiness, but sole- 
ly for the protection of our country in 
the hour of danger. 


"There are 250,000 Boy Scouts 
in 
England. 
Before war was declared 50,- 
000 were mobilized. 
They have been 
at their duties ever since. 
Two thou- 
sand were drafted to assist the metro- 
politan police. 2,000 
as orderlies 
in 
government, departments, thousands to 
guard railway tunnels, telegraph lines, 
bridges, culverts against 
damage 
by 
agents of the enemy. 


•'Early in the test a fool who thought 
he was funny, suddenly appeared before 
three little scouts guarding a tunnel, 
lie wanted to see if thej^ were alert, so 
he assumed a German accent. 
The lads 
had only their staves, but he woke up 
under first aid. 
They were human boys 
on active service watching and waiting 
—for war. 


".i'Vom the first dav of danger seventy 
troops of sea scouts began coast patrol 
which wUl be permanent until the dec- 
laration of peace. 
Those who are imder 
school age receive instruction in special 
classes during alternate weeks. 


"Today 1,300 sea scouts are stationed 
from John o' Groat's to Dover keeping 
wa,tch "and ward along the east coast. 
They are only boys, but they watch the 
North sea through daylight and dark. 


"Their job is to do their duty, to keep 
their mouths shut,, and their eyes open, 
^ e y have won official recognition; the 
admiralty are paying for their subaist- 
ance; they serve as volunteers. 


"Each patrol of six sea scouts is liv- 
ing with two coast miards in any handy 
shelter; tents, boathouses, shacks fur- 
nish emergency stations. 
Off dirty pa- 
trols are building 
themselves 
winter 
buts, the handy "men" fashioning sleep- 
ing boards, locker and mess tables. The 
sea scouts cook for themjselves. 


"The boy watcher of the coast knows 
the meaning of lights and the rig of 
evenr TMsel; is primed with knowledge 
of the wind and tides; can act as a guide 
to troops billeted in "his" district, and 
pilot l^ats in "his" estuaries where 
buoys have been removed.

The lesends tell that centuries ago the

rould off-hand recall the part which the 
distingnished publicist played is the de< 
Velopment of oar natiraal ideals. 
• Joel Roberts Poinsett was an Ameri- 
i%^can of the highest type who,_ in spite, of 
/many obstacles, served his cbuntry with 
ardor which came of onswe^ing de< 
vVotion to the cause of liberty,

, tWders of Rochelle, the Huguenots. 
In

blood was the bravery of that same 
Fréndl race which to-day is fighting to

law. 
Who knows but that the name 
of Poinsett might not have been that of 
one of the great military chieftains of 
the world if matters had worked -out 
differently! 
In another ago the blood 
red flower might have adorned a coat 
of arms and been the emblem of a race 
of warrioc^. 
It came to pass then that 
Joel Roberts Poinsett devoted himself to 
the law until his health gave' -way and 
he was sent on a tour of the world by 
his father. 
He travelled extensively in 
Europe and Asia, visiting many lands 
and peoples who were not then in the 
beaten tracks of travel. It was in these 
years of pilgrimage he obtained that 
wide knowledge of men and affairs so 
useful to him in later years. His lin- 
guistic accomplishments—for he learned 
to speak numerous .languages and dialects 
with fluency—made him welcome not 
only in the courts of Europe but in the 
remote "parts of Asia. 
He became the 
friend and adviser of Tartars, he min- 
gled witli the Cossacks of the Don, he 
was received in the courts of Cipango 
and Cathay. 
An unofficial amba^a- 
dor, he brought to many a land the 
knowledge of the United States and was 
received as a typical American citizen. 
On account of his wide learning and 
varied accomplishments he became a 
welcome guest at'the Russian court in 
Petrograd, and_ there is to be found in 
hi8_ reminiscences a delightful account 
of a dinner at which he was the guest 
of the Tsar. 
The Emperor of Russia 
offered him a commission in the army, 
in which he was contemplating making 
changes of organization and perisonnel. 
The turn of affairs at hom6 and the ill- 
ness of his' father compelled his return 
to the United States. 
After the estate 
of the elder Poinsett had been settled 
he applied to President M«diiwn for mili- 
tary cipployment and was ^ o u t to he- 
come quartermaster general of, the. army 
when tiie Secretary of W a r interfered. 


Ml*. Poinsett was then inrtrusted with 
the delicate diplomatic mission of find- 
ing out what was the state of the South 
American republics, which a century ago 
were engaged In their struggle for inde- 
pendence against the might of Spain. 
Although he was there as an ambassa- 
dor, Mr. Poinsett was none the less 
obliged to be a man of action. He was 
in Chili when the Spanish representa- 
tives in Peru, believing that hostilities 
had broken out between the United 
States and Spain, seized several mer- 
chant vessels of this country., A force 
then marched into Chilian territory and 
at Talcahuano captured several other 
American craft. 


Here was the opportunity for the born 
soldier who hitherto had been prevented 
by whims of defstiny from following his 
natural bent 
The.new republic of Chili 
placed xmder the command of Mr. Poin- 
sett a largfe force of men, who attacked 
the Spaniards an^ recaptured all the 
vessels. 
He was in Valparaiso in 1814, 
toward the close of the War of 1812

H E territorial force as at pres-

So wrote Mr. John 
Graham, of Grasmere, author of "The 
Coming Struggle for Our National Ex- 
istence," in a little pamphlèt

"The, National Peril," more than a year 
before war was declared. 


"Two years ago," said his son, Mr. 
George Graham, who is connected with 
the Forty-eighth Street Theatre and 
has lived in New York for five years, 
"my mother wrote me that my father 
believed that ttere would be war .with 
Germany in the summer of 1914, and 
set July or August as the probable time 
for '^its . beginning. 
Moreover, he be- 
lieved that it would ^ot come through 
a'direct declaration of war. on England 
by Germany, but through some small 
country. 
My father was in Prance 
from 1868 to 1872 and he saw France 
drifting into war then, just as he has 
believed for the last few years that 
England was doing. 


"He was enthusiastic about getting Ter- 
ritorials trained and equipped so that 
they would be ready to fight when the 
war camé. 
In this he had the support 
of Lord Roberts, who pleaded in vain for 
a prepared England to meet a prepared 
Germany." 


Although the government failed; to ap- 
propriate the funds for this project, some 
of the wealthy men of England did all 
that they could to give the men of their 
estates and neighborhoods such drilling 
and equipment as were necessary/ Both. 
In Westmoreland 
county, where 
Mr. 
Graham lives, and elsewhere the owners 
>of large estates have been lending the 
farmers* sons good horses and letting 
them le&rn to ride under as good condi- 
tions,as i£ they were mlmhers Aof the 
regular cavalry.

In the fint days-of the war X^pndod 
foniiil it difficult to beUeve tiiat 


was to be any trouble that the fleet and 
the Russians could not take care of. The 
first thing that stirred the dtiiens to a 
fuller appreciation of the situation was 
the rumor, suddenly arising, from the 
apathy of the street :r-'OTie Territorials 
have been sent to the front !" 


The regular army could not cope with 
the situation—the "Terriers" had to go— 
it must be very bad. 
Then every one 
was asking why there weren't more Ter- 
ritorials to go. 
The government was 
attacked. 
"Qood old Bobs"—every one 
suddenly remembered how Lord Roberts 
had struggled to get ,the Territoriali 
properly egiiipped and drilled. 


This is what Mr. John Graham said 
on the subject early'in 1913:— 


"The government seems to think that 
they have i)erfonned their patriotic du- 
ties by making an occasional appeal to 
the youths of the country to come for- 
ward, like tme-bom Englishmen, and 
join the territorial ranks and so be ready 
to defend their country against 'thè 
skilled, well equipped, well led forces of 
the invader. 
And this they are to do 
with an obsolete rifle, inferior artillery, 
inefficient transport, lack of horses for 
botli cavalry and artiilety and led by 
inefficiently trained officers. 


"The patriotism of young England is 
second to none in the world, but patriot- 
ism which smothers common sense is not 
patriotism at all, but folly) With uni- 
versal service no invader will ever spt 
foot in England, but with the present 
Ministers the policy of drift will continue 
until the blow is struck, and when the 
poor Territorials are assembling for their 
'six months of rigorous . training' they 
•will be wiped out of existence. V 


^"All the civilized world is now watch- 
iiig with almost breathless interest the 
astounding rapidity/ with which Gerì 
many is overtaking us in the building of 
battle .ships,^^' he wrote, still in 1913, 
"and all I Baite ourselves feel sure that

It was the relentless policy pur- 
sued by Bismarck against unprepared 
Denmark, against unprepared Anatria 
and against uiiprepared France, and it 
la her policy at the present hour. 
Her 
immense advantage lies in the fact that 
^ e 'always has the initiative and «an 
select her own tim«^ wbkh is extremely 
unlikely to be our dne. Aa the late Lord 
Roberts so ImpreaaiTely pat it:—'At the 
present day, now, In the year 1913, joat 
as in 1806 and just as in 1870, war will 
take place the instant Oetman forces by 
land and hy sea are, by their aoperiority 
at every pointy as certain of victoiy as 
anything in homan calculation can b* 
made certain.' 


"Now- when Lord Rdberts, the most 
experienced and probably the greatest 
living aoldier in Europe, tells ua it is 
his firm conviction, founded upon evi- 
dence, past and present, ¿hat in the 
heart of one nation,on the Continent it 
' is the intention to ' lower the pride of 
Great Britain to the dust, a fact which 
must be clear to the mind of every man 
capable of reading the sign%jof the times, 
hë is called 'a dreamer,' and the govern- 
ment tries to wave him aaide. 
v\"The giovemment In ita wisdom' waved 
aside thé advice of oor best naval and 
military anthoritiea. 
Lord Satchener, 
the man of all othem peculiarly fitte^^or 
the emergency, waa sent to Egypt ««d 
a lawyer putfin hia place.

Mr. Poinsett went in 1822 on an im- 
portant special mission to Mexico daring 
the rule of.Iturbide and afterward went 
there as the Minister from the United 
States. During one of the revolutionary 
outbreaks which for BO many years have 
been a feature of the life of the repub- 
lic to the south, certain prominent Mexi- 
can families took refuge in his house. 
He placed on the front of the building 
an American flag and, atanding on the 
balcW. ^defied the mob to harm him or 
the building,'which was then nnder the 
protection of the flag. 


He became involved in a controversy. 
/With certain of the authorities in Mexico 
who acaiMd him of introdiiping Free- 
masonry into the country. As a matter 
of fact, he had been asked by certain 
Freemasons in Mexico to send to the 
grand lodge of the State of New/York 
lor charters for their lodges, and this 
he did. 
On his return to the United 
States Mr. Poinsett wrote a vigorous 
pamphlet in defence of bis action. 


An i n t e ^ federalist inJu? sympathies, 
he gave loyal adherence to the national 
government when his own South Caro- 
lina waa the . hotbed of nullification-agi- 
tation. ' He became the leader of the 
Union party there. 
It is said that he 
secretly developed a powerful military 
organisation^ which waa ready on short 
notice, td defend the canse of the. Union. 
General Jacltaon, then President of the 
Unltfd States, gave him authority to 
get arms and ammunition from the goT- 
emment arsenal and the tradition ia that 
he even had'^a commissioa.of colonel in 
the regular army.« ;

His last public office had been filled 
when he closed his portfolio of War.' 
The 'rest of his life, which was given 
90 much to action and still more to great 
schemes which were always on the verge 
of action, was spent in studious retire- 
ment at Statesburg, where he died on 
September 12, 1851. 
Ho took interest 
still in public affairs and was one of the 
most earnest opponej^ of the war with 
Mexico. 


His garden in the South gave him 
much pleasore and there it was that he 
cultivated the beautiful red flower he 
bronght from Mexico and to which his 
fellow botanists gave the name of Poin- 
settia 
pulcherina. 
The popularity ol 
this flower for decorations at this sea- 
son of the year has been steadily grow-^ 
ing^ and at the present time there are 
few who think of its Mexican origin, and 
regard it as a plant indigenous to thii 
country. 


To the scholar, the antiquarian and the 
scientist the name of Poinsett meant 
much, for he was one of the foundert 
of the National Museum at AYashington 
and gave to it a most valuable collcc- . 
tion. His discourse on "The IPromotioa . 
of Science," delivered on the first anni- 
versary of the opening, in 1841, ia a 
document which is quoted, to this dayi 
Mr. Poinsett was also the founder of aa 
academy of fine arta at Charleston, ' 
which existed for several years, 
l l i e n

ROBABLT the least 
understandable 
sol- 
dier of Hhe world is 
tîie man who wields 
sword, fires mnsket 
or serves cannon for 
the republic of Port- 
ugal. He is the mili- 
tary oddity of the 
last eight centuries. 
Not that bis brav- 
ery, 
his valor, hi» 
endurance and his 
ekill as a fighting 
factor 
have 
any- 
thing uncertain in their quality to mark 
them as strange. 
The oddity, rather, 
lies in the willingnesK—in fact,, the gallant 
eagerness—of the Portuguese battler to 
face death for so little in return. 


Almost ail other nations of Europe, 
big and little, bave been steeped in war 
plots for the expansion of their frontiers. 
Portugal has sent her soldier to war time 
ind again, but from the hour that her 
little oblong strip of territory attained 
its full area between the latitude paral- 
lels of 3G and 42 noi-th, the acquisitions 
and 
rewards 
of 
Portuguese 
prowess 
have been confined to other continents 
thousands of miles distant 
With the 
possible 
exception 
of 
Belgium 
and 
Switzerland there is not a nation of 
Europe that has not sent forth its uni- 
foniied battler at some period or other 
with the distinct purpose of grabbing 
more land. The soldier has partaken oí 
the ambitious projects of his rulers and 
his goal of glory hus been the ^thering 
in of more territory. Even little Holland 
Bent her army into Belgium in 1830 to 
try to keep her grip on the whole of the 
Low Countries. 


T!iLs is v/here the Portngnese soldier ia 
noteworthily oád. 
He has fought and 
fought, but never for an inch of,addi- 
tional European groutíd. 
His expendi- 
ture of battling force has been equal, in 
proportion, to that of any other fightin?; 
man of the -world, yet he has been patri- 
otically satisfied Tvith the permanently 
limited European area of 35,000 square 
miles. 
He has been spurred on to thn 
highest flights^of martial achievement; 
has been shipped thousands of miles east 
to India and west' to Brazil to fight and 
fall ; ' has been used with marvellous 
- efficiency as a hybrid battler of sea and 
shore; but he has never needed the prod 
•£ European expansion to make him one 
whit moré or less formidable. 
He lias 
remained little and fought big. 


Wherever there is, a glory page for 
tnother European soldier in history you 
will find the spunky Portuguese fighter 
slose by as a ^'bard whacking ally or 
enemy—and he has swung round the 
war cii-cle in toth capacities from the 
Bhores of his own Atlantic to the retreat 
of Napoleon from Moscow. Small as his 
co'unti-y has been in size, nothing of 
large mimitary 
moment has occurred 
. during several centuries without a Porr 
tuguese soldier mixed up in it. He has 
^ Received very little definite credit from 
iiistory. 
His record has to be specially 
îidug" out of musty tomes. 
But when 
he is . brought to light the battle beams 
«îflect a brightneai from his bayonet 
¡fully eqiial to that whicli. glances from 
the points of the more loudly ^heralded 
fighting men of mightier nations. 


Great Britain the^ puissant has long 
bad an admiration and respeot for the

^ treaties reveal that Portugal has ever 
been an ancient ally of Great Britain. 
Do these treaties still hold? There has 
never been a war between Great Britain 
and Portugal to abrogate^them. 
Some 
of these agreements between the two na- 
tions call for reciprocal succors in time 
of war. 
True, these state documents 
were designed to afford mutual protec- 
tion and offensiTe and defensive alli- 
ance against France and Spain at the 
time they were drawn. But the treaties 
also specified that such succor should 
be rendered to aid in fighting the ene- 
mies generally of either nation. 
Will 
these old treaties serve now? 


If the treaties still have force and ef- 
fect there is not the slightest doubt that 
Great Britain might, within reason, ask 
her ancicnt ally to aid her with an armed 
contingent. The wording makes it im- 
perative that Portuguese soldiers and 
Portuguese ships shall be at the disposal 
of Great Britain in time of her trouble. 
The first of these treaties dates back 
nearly six centuries, and the Portuguese 
fighting man was in good trim at. the 
time to be of assistance to his bigger 
neighbor across the Channel. 


At London on June 16, 1373, a treaty 
of friendship, peace and alliance was 
made between England and Portugal, 
and it is from this date that the close 
war compact and commercial intercourse 
between the two nations are reckoned. It 
was stipulated that each nation must 
furnisli the other, when it could do so 
without injury to itself, "certain propor- 
tion of armed troops, archers, slingers, 
ships and galleys, to the num'ber that he 
be able to spare." At Windsor, May 9, 
1386, another treaty was signed between 
King Ferdinand of Portugal and Rich- 
ard II. of England, which contains in 
part this text arranging for furnishing 
of Portuguese soldiers to England or 
English soldiers to Portugal:— 


"Further, it is provided by the consent 
of both, that if at any future period, 
either of the aforesaid Kings or their 
heirs, need the succor or support of the 
other, and duly apply to the other party 
for such assistance, then the party so 
applied to shall <be obliged to afford such 
help and succor to the requiring party, 
in so far as is compatible with the dan- 
gers threatening himsel?, his kingdom, 
liinds, dominions or subjects." 


Another similar treaty was made be- 
tween the same two nations January 29, 
1642, and still another July 20, 1654. 
A<S2ording to the terms of a treaty made 
April 28, 1660, Portugal was allowed to 
levy from GreiSjt Britain when she needed 
succor. 2,500 horses and not more than 
12,000 men, which number was to be 
divided in equal quota levies fr(^m Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland. 
A treaty 
signed May 16, 1703, ma^e it obligatory 
on Great Britain to furnish 12,000 men 
to Portugal in the war with France and 
Spain. 
Portugal, in turn, was bound to 
make vigorous war and furnish to Great 
Britain ten ships of w«r. Another treaty 
between the two countries, dated Janu* 
ary 19, 1827, «gain arranged for the ser- 
vice of British troops in Portugal and 
reciprocal aid. 
So that in all of these 
instances big Great Britain thought .It 
well worth her while to seek ,out and 
enlist the soldier of little Portugal on her 
Bide.' 


While a brave array of kings, princes, 
generals, admirals, navigators i^d dis- 
coverers magnifies the'name and fame of 
Portugal, there is one soldier in iiar- 
ticular whose fateful star; shines out 
more brilliantly than all' the others.

Camoens was bo^p at Lisbon in 1525. 
He was educated at the University of 
Coimbra and acquired tliere a profound 
knowledge of Greek.and Latin mythol- 
ogy. He became somewhat of a favorite 
through his poetical powers at the Lis- 
bon court and fell in love with a great 
lady in attendance about the throne-- 
the Donna Catherine de Athaide, held 
highly in regard by the queen. 
Her 
friends indignantly inveighed 
against 
the poet's suit and had him exiled to' 
Morocco. 
There he joined a force in 
battle against the Moors. 
Historians 
have written of his desperate bravery 
and. doughty deeds, single handed as 
well as leader. Once he was surrounded 
with no less than eight of the enemy, 
but valiantly cut his way out, losing his 
right eye. 
* 


Still uruible to banish the image of his 
sweetheart from his thoughts, he volun- 
teered for soldier service in India, and 
set sail for the East in 1553. 
He re- 
mained more than sixteen years in Asia, 
serving in a Bed Sea campaign, and at 
the capture of Muscat under Dom Fer- 
nando de Menezes. He was thrown into 
prison at Goa for peculation in 1558, 
although he was in poverty. A new In- 
dian Yicsroy, Braganza, arrived later 
^and released him. 
With this prince, he 
served bravely and with great distinc- 
tion at the capture of Damian. Later he 
added to, his military reputation in 
various engagements under tlie new 
Governor &eneral, the/Count of Ro- 
dondoi 
He^ started home in 1569, but 
was thrown into an African prison~at 
Mozambique for debt. Some old fiieuds 
en route to India paid his idebfkand 
finally in 1570, full of battle scars,'and 
with nothing in pocket but the manu- 
script of' his "Lusiads," he readied 
Lisbon. 


The publication of the great poem 
brought him a pension of $100 a year. 
His last yeai^ were miserable, his de- 
roted Javan slave begging for.him at 
night in the streets of Lisbon. He died'

of incessant figliting he bequeathed to hi? 
son Sancho in 1185 a powerful little king- 
dom, whose fighting fame had already 
spread 
throughout 
all 
Christendom. 
Under such a leader the battling man of 
the new nation had his work cut out for 
him, buf he made no demur. 
He was 
led against Spaiu for ten years, until the 
independence of Portugal was acknowl- 
edged. The next twenty-five years of the 
reign of Aífonscí' was one long fight with 
the Moors, who at that period were in 
power on the Spanish peninsula. 


In May, 1139, Affonso gathered an 
army comprising the chivalry of Port- 
ugal among the nobility and the stout- 
est of all the Portuguese commoners. 
He boldly crossed the Tagus and en- 
tered the old Moorish province of Al- 
kasr Ibn Abi Danes. 
Ismar, the emir, 
endeavored to collect aia. army of re- 
sistance, but the progress of Affonso 
was too swift. .At Ourique,- twenty-fiye 
miles south of Beja, the Portuguese sol- 
dier met his enemy July 23, 1139, and 
one o£ the famous battles of history was 
fought 
Some historians have it that 
¿00,000 Mahommedans were slain, with 
five of their kings. 
These kings were 
probably minor Moorish rulers. 
Ca- 
moens, alluding to this great battle in the 
"Lusiads," declares that the five ines-' 
cutcheons on the shield of Portugal have 
reference to the slaying of these five 
Moorish monarchs. The chronicler tells 
how the common soldier in this battle 
performed' deeds of individual and col- 
lective valor that made the fighting aris- 
tocrat envious. 
But some of the Por- 
tuguese ^knights did themselves great 
credit, one troop of sixty horse putting 
a reserve army of one of the five kings 
to flight. 
Affonso then led the soldier 
of Portugal against the city of San- 
threm, which he took 'by storm, defeating

At the great battle of Salado, fought 
October 29, 1340, Alfonso XL, King of 
Castile, sent his wife to beg King Af- 
fonso for the assistance of a contingent of 
Portuguese soldiers. 
The requ^t was 
granted, and Abu-l-Hasan, the King of 
Morocco, who had crossed the Straits to 
attack the Christian kingdom, found him- 
self confronted by the Portuguese king 
and his fighting men. At this battle Af- 
fonso won the soubriquet of "the Brave," 
and the reputation of his soldiers in- 
creased everywhere.. 


Ten pieces of ordnqpce were used for 
the first time by the Portuguese at. the 
battle of Aljubarrota, August 14, 1385, 
when John L, "the Great," .utterly de-, 
fea ted the Kíing of Castile. At this battle 
500 of the faqious English archers took 
part having been sent to Portugal's aid 
by her ally. But the Portuguese soldieir 
also won laurels that are still sung, ^nd 
the indepehdenec of his country from 
Spain was reassured. 


Prince Henry of Portugal, also called 
"the Navigator," led the fighting men of 
Portugal to victory when he was barely 
twenty years of age. At the siege of the? 
Moorish city of Ceuta, on the African 
coast, August 24, 1415, the battlers of 
the little kingdom performed prodigies of 
valor. This was the first conquest made 
by the Portuguese soldier outside of his 
•European limits. 


.Affo¿so de Alboquerque was the great- 
est of all the Portuguese commanders 
who followed 
the famous 
discoverer 
Vasco da Gama to India; 
Vasco .him- 
self, although first end last a navigator 
and explorer, had'to fight hard after he 
rounded ^ the Cape of Good Hope, and 
sailed across the Indian Ocean, fie can- 
nonaded Calicut in 15<X2, landed, at 
Cochin 
and 
Cannanore, 
fought^lhé 
natives back into the interior, and e s m - 
lished and. strengthened Portuguese posts 
or factories' at these places jmd In the 
adjacent districts. 
f But it was when Alboquerque earns 
that the fighting qnalities of the Portn-^ 
gnese soldier were to * be tboroogblj 
tested 'thousands of miles away Crom 
bom^ 
Wi|b 1)200 men this famous 
iMder toóü tíie port öf 'Goa, February 17, 
i m 
; ñ í t King «( Bljapnr dnrrs ths 


Portuguese out on August 15, after fierce 
fighting. 
But Alboquerque shook back 
his fighting mane, addressed his soldiers, 
and on November 25 recarriéd the city by 
storm, slaying more than 2,000 Mohamme- 
dans. 
Following this came sharp fight- 
ing with the Malays and the founding of 
a factory at Malacca. 
Neariy contem- 
porary with this period of PortugueM 
glory was the famous feat of arms per- 
formed by the commander Duarte Pa- 
checo. 
.With 900 Portuguese soldiers 
sent from home to jriarrison the fort built 
àt Cochin he drove back,a great array 
sent against him by the Zamorin or 
native ruler, and although the garrison 
was enfeebled by aickness, he made a 
sortie and in open battle defeated 5,000 
of the^nemy's best troops. This victory 
clinched the already enviable reputation 
acquired by the Portuguese in India as 
soldiers. 


Dom Joan de Castro, the illustrious 
friend of th^ renowned St. 
Frands 
Xavier, is thé soldier of Portugal dis- 
tinguished above all others for the noble 
purity of his life. 
In 1545 he was ap- 
pointed Viceroy of India. 
The Sultan 
of Turkey sent a fleet down the Red 
Sea to exterminate the Portuguese in 
India. When De Castro arrived at Goa 
he learned that Diu w»s beiiig besieged 
fey Mohammed III. of Gujarat, and 
'after a gallant defence was in extremi- 
ties. De Castro added the fresh Portu- 
guese contingent he had brought with 
him to the troops available at Goa, and 
marched at once to relieve Diu. He de- 
feated Mohainnxed in a pitched battle be- 
neath the walls, the soldier of Portugal 
repeatedly engaging in^ single combat 
with the Tork and worsting hkn. 
This 
victory, the greatest won by the Portu- 
guese in India, was followed by the an- 
nihilation of the enemy's 
fleet 
The 
fame of De Castro and his soldiers rang 
through, the East 
De Castro died 
within three years in the arms of S t 
Francis Xavier, and with his last breath 
bequeathed his soldier's sword to bis sol- 
dier son. 
\ The Portuguese soldier -was first sent 
across the Atlantic to the distant' pos- 
session of Brazil in 1549. 
He had to 
fight the native tribes and when caught 
in sm:Ûl detadiments suffered ntassacre 
time and again. Bot in all bis figbts and 
in his defence of the weak Portagnese 
settlements he was always brave imd 
willingito die. In 1624 the Dutch West 
India Company started to drive the 
Portuguese out of South America. They 
captured the city 
San Salvador, but^ 
in 1626, more soldiers arriving from 
home, the Portuguese retook thé place. 
But the Dutch acquired 
domination 
under Count Maurice of Nassau and 
held it unül 1645, when all of the Portu- 
guese colonists rose in 
insurrection. 
Holend sent a number of fleets to 
Brasil but could gain no fresh foothold 
in the country because of the fighting 
man of Portugal. 
In 1$55 the Dutch 
gave up the attempt abandoning all 
their acquisitions of the past quarter of 
a century. 


One of the most romantic services in 
.which the. soldier of Portugal ever en- 
gaged was during the dvil war be- 
tween Affonso IV:, "the Brave," and 
his son, Dom Pedro, afterward King 
Pedro, "the Severe." 
The war came 
about tiiroogh the murder in the streets 
of Coimbra 'of Donna Ines de Castro, 
declared by historians to be the most 
beautiful woaian of Portugal of any age. 
King Affonso bad her killed by tbre« 
of his courtiers, January 7, 1355, in 
order that bis son's infatuation for her 
might not lead to disturbance in the mat- 
ter of tSie royal suceearioii. Dom Pedro 
gathered an army at once when he heard 
of the murder. The King was compéfied 
to do likewise. 
After several light en- 
counters, in whic9i the principals did not 
participate, a peace was patched up, 
lasttog'until the deatb of Affonso. two 
yearà later. Then King Pedro's soldiers 
put down an uprising incited by the 
friends of the courtiexs who bad mar- 
dered the, beautiful lues, and bo pro-, 
ceeded to wreak, Tengëance on «11 who 
had bad a hand !i| thef asnaination. 
On April 24, 3U»1. Klag. Pedro htd éit 
body of Jam ohvpi^-sotoaulr nbsd 
m 
tîiiw'; éai''Uiiiflüifc'.niait his, îw^ 


^ diers filed by and did obdsiHWe, laftk 
escorting the remains to the Convent of 
Alcobaca, where they were buried among 
Portugurae royalty. 


On November 30, 1807. the soldiers of 
k^Napoleon entered Lisbon and later King 
John VI., then acting as Regent fSSi 
aboard the British war vessels in the 
harbor and sailed to Bra2aL The pusil- 
lanimous conduct of their ruler so ex- 
asperated the Portuguese that they wel- 
comed and fraternized with the French. 
Junot 
the French 
commander, 
din- 
banded tlie entire Portuguese army and 
garrisoned the more important cities 
and 
fortresses with 
French 
troops. 
Then he raised a powerful Portnguese 
force consisting of two divisions of in- 
fantry, two regiments of cacadores or 
light infantry, and three regiments of 
cavalry, which were sent immediately to 
Prance for service under the conamand 
of the M-arquis of Alorna. 
This force 
was known as the Portuguese Legion 
and its title gradually beiPOme known 
with respect and admiration on all the 
•big battlefields of Europe during th« 
next eight years. It did gallant work foi 
Napoleon throughout the French cam- 
paigns in Spain, Germany and Bussiai 
and a gooti remnant of it fought undcs 
Bonaparte'i! standard at Waterloo. 


When Wellington finally routed Jmioi 
at Vimeiro, August 21, 1808, the EVench 
were compelled to evacuate Portugal. 
Later, in order to establish law and 
order, the English government was asked 
to reorganize the Portuguese 
army. 
Major General Beresford was sent from 
London for that purpose. In the meian- 
time the French had :»ined some sue» 
cess on the Spanish-Portugnese frontiei 
and the peop^ of Portugal felt the nesd 
of immediate action in the way of min- 
ing another army. 
Great Britain, win- 
ing to have Portugal for a base against 
Napoleon, hurried the army forawtiflB 
under Beresford. 
Ten thousand Port»- 
guese soldiers were taken into English 
pay, with a number of English regl- 
-mental officers to discipline and com- 
mand thera. A few Portuguese officers 
who had deserted the Portuguese Legio* 
for patriotic reasons the better to serv* 
their country were also phiced in actios 
commands^ 


In 1810 a num^ber of Portuguese regi- 
ments were brigaded with the British 
and showed themselves well worthy of 
the mingling. 
At the fsraons b a t ^ 
of Busaco'tbey fought side by side with 
their British comrades. The behsTior of 
of the Eighth Portuguese , infantry is ae> 
knowledged by bistoriansi to have been 
both brave -and gallant*, their bayonft 
charge having been much commented 
upon. At the same time that Beresford 
was doing such effective army building 
thousands of the yoQ<3i of Portugal w m 
enlisting in the regular anay^-or in the 
militia reserve. 


Again, at the battle of Salamanca ths 
attacks of the Portuguese brigades on 
the Arapiles, even though they failed» 
roused the warm admiration of tbs Brtt> 
ish soldiers and o^Scers. 
This fight, - 
July 22, 1812, put ^ e Portugoess sol- , 
dier to the severest kind of test and 
he was not found lackini;. 
During fhs 
moy^entn following the victory > f t 
Vittoria,' in the Peninsular cnmpaiga^ 
the soldiers of Portugal showed sneh

base things; but' havmg no books, no 
one to tell them stories, nothing, to di- 
, rect their little minds upward, how much 
_^they miss; and they often sink down 
into low ideals, which lead to base ac- 
tions, just for the lack of someone to 
lead them upward. 
So people are find- 
ing out that story-telling is a very im- 
portant adjunct to a child's growth and 
'development. 


Primary and 
kindergarten 
teachers 
make it a feature in their school life- 
Sabbath school teachers should study 
the art and practice of story-telling— 
for often a child is held In the Sabbath 
school, just because the teacher tells 
"such interesting stories." 
It seems to 
me this should be a principal and sepa- 
rate study in the teacher training class 
for primary Sabbath school teachers— 
story-telling. 


Many times a story told to a little 
child in the Sabbath school class is re- 
membered wlien that child becomes old 
and gray-headed. 
How important then 
is this specialty—story-telling. 


How interesting is a sermon illustrat- 
ed with little stories, explaining and em- 
phasizing great truths. 
If 
preachers 
only realized how "big folks"—who are 
only "children a little older gi-own"— 
loved 
several 
stories 
interspersed 
through their sermons, they Avould hunt 
up and search diligently for good stories 
ind plenty of them to put in their often- 
long and ..dry discourses. 
A long ser- 
mon seems short when it is full of apt 
and well-told stories., 


Spurgeon used many stories to illus- 
trate his sermons, books, addresses, etc. 
Isn't that one of the secrets of /'Billy" 
Sunday's popularity and power? 
He 
can tell a story with such thrilling a-nd 
Intense earnestness!—or rather, he acts 
out his-stories! 
Why do not the theo- 
logical seminaries of all denominations 
teach all our embryo preachers how to 
deliver their sermons—why not have 
a chair of story-telling? 
TSHiy do not 
all of our ministers equal in oratory 
and brilliance our high-priced lecturers? 
If our seminaries turned out ministers 
who were orators, eloquent and bril- 
liant, men whose every word their audi- 
ences listened to, with breathless atten- 
tion; men whom crowds would flock to 
hear, then would the ministry be looked 
up to with greater respect. 
The study 
&f eloquence and oratory 
should 
be 


deemed as oi just as much importance 
as the study of church history. 
God's 
ministers should be the best speakers 
of the day—then would the clergy re- 
ceive the liomage due them; and yoimg 
men Avould look upon the 
profession 
with more interest, and more of them 
would choose the profession for their 
life-work. 


The times—also—demand that 
our 
ministers should be story-tellers, as well 
as sermonieers. 


As We said above, people are finding 
out the need-in the child's life for storj'- 
telling; 
so there 
has been 
organized 
in many states what is called the Story- 
Tellers' league. 
Thousands of children's 
lives are briglitened and made happy by 
this national plan of story-telling. 
In 
schools and institutions, in home and 
street, in play and church. 


This league originated among a group 
of teachers who were attending the slim- 
mer school at the Universit^y of Tennes- 
see. 
They were spendihg the evening 
out on a southern lawn overlooking a 
beautiful scene of hills and vallej's. One 
of the teachers began singing an old 
southern cradle melody. 
Another told 
the story of King Arthur's knights; an- 
other recited the folk-lore of Uncle Ke- 
mus; then they told stories. "X^Tien go- 
ing-home time came one of the story cir- 
cle said: 


"We will do this again. W^e will form 
a story-telling league that will be Avorld- 
wide and will give all children and those 
adults who take up the work the same 
pleasure that has been ours tliis after- 
noon." 


The seventy-five story-tellers leagues 
are reaching 120,000 children. 
Some of 
the stories recommended and told by 
the league are: "Robin Hood." "An Old 
Game,"""The Stone Cutter," "David and 
Saul," "Hope Desire's Doll" and "How 
the Leopard Got His Spots." 


But no stories for children are better 
than the Bible stories. 
There are those 
about Noah and the Ark, Miriam and 
Her Baby Brother, Moses, David and 
Jonathan, the lives of Daniel. Samuel, 
and Joshua and otherg.- 
Children never 
tire of hearing these stories, told over 
and over again. 


llie greatest story-teller that 
ever 
lived on this earth 
was 
Jesus. 
He 
pca.rcoly ever spoke to audiences unless 
He illustrated His great truths by some 
"parable." which means, a moral story. 


A good rule in telling stories would 
be to follow these beautiful words : "Fi- 
nally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are 
true, whatsoever things ' are 
honest, 
whatsoever things 
are 
just, i whatso- 
ever things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there be any virtuej and if 
there 'be any praise, think on these 
things."—^A Mother, in United Presby- 
terian.

Today, in spite of much excellent leg- 
islation on the subject, it is at the risk 
of health, and perhaps of life, that we 
take a train, or ride in a street car, or 
go into a public hall, especially in the 
winter montlis. 
The average railway 
car, with its vestibuled platform, its 
tight doors and window^s, and its fierce 
steam heat, is an excellent incubator of 
disease. The street car is a little better, 
because, even with the worst intention 
on the part of its occupants, the air 
blows through at intervals. 


Those who would like to breathe good 
air all the time are often forced by cir- 
cumstances to do without it in the day- 
time, but they can at least have all they 
want at night. 
It is during the hours 
of sleep that nature repairs the waste 
of the day's work, but she can not do 
gootl work under bad conditions, and 
she never does gootl work in .bad air. 
Keep your bedroom windows wide open 
all the time, and you will have done 
your share.—^Youth's Companion.

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IMPROVE FARM BUTTER MAKING 


Greater Attention Should Be Oiren to Details Concerning the Factors 
Affecting the Qaallty of Butter, 
... 
... . 


By J. KJUTUliËrr. 


Of the 994,650*610 pounds of butter 
which, it Is estimated Is made on the 
farms annually In this country, the 
greater part of It Is of very poor qual- 
ity. 
If any Improvement Is to take 
place and prove of profit to the farm 
butter makers. It Is very necessary 
that more attention be paid to the 
details which go to make up the whole 
of this important dairy work. 


The fundamental facts and practices 
concerning butter making should be 


n d s Stifle of Pan is a Good One for 
any Dairy. 


a p ^ e d by t&'e farmer as w«n as the 
creamery operator. 
This knowledge 
and its Importance should be known 
in order that It be intelligently ap- 
plied. 
Cleanliness and attention to 
detail« ar» the three prerequisites to 
thé making of good butter. The main 
defects In farm butter show these 
tluwe prerequisites to be very fre- 
quently ne^ected. 
These defects are: 


1. 
Bad flavors. 


S. 
Lack of uniformity In color and 
CAlt. 


8. 
Itasultable 
packages 
and 
no 
uniformity In the style of the pack- 
ages. 


The bad flavors are due largely or 
entirely to the changes in the milk 
and cream before It is churned, rather 
than to the subsequent treatment of 
the butter. 


The Importance of cleanliness can 
not be overemphasized 
In our haste 
to accomplish a task we often sacri- 
fice our better Judgment, only to learn 
that haste at that stage of the work 
necessitates a waste In time and labor 
at a later period. 
This is particularly 
true In handling milk and cream to 
be used for butter on farms. 
The 
bodies of the cows, the utensils, and 
thé conditions at the bam, the milk 
room, knd the storage room should 
all be clean. 
These are the primary 
factors which affect the cleanliness of 
milk and cream. 


The utensils should bo of suflh mate- 
rial and construction that they^ are 
easily cleaned and kept so. 
The in- 
lerlor should be smooth, 
with 
no 
cracks or crevices for dirt and milk 
remnants to find lodgment and be 
removed only with difficulty. 
The 
inrfaoa should be heavily tinned and 


the seams filled with solder. 
Tin- 
ware should be kept bright and per- 
fect 
As soon as any rust spots make 
their appearance an entrance is given 
Into the soft iron for germs 
and 
small particles of decaying matter, 
which are. In consequence, removed 
with much more dlfllculty. 
The proc- 
ess of cleaning vessels which have 
contained milk should be: 


First, to rinse them thoroughly in 
cold water, then In lukewarm water. 
Second, ^wash thoroughly with the aid 
of some good soap or cleansing powder 
In water as hot as the hand will bear. 
Third, thoroughly rinse In hot water. 
PVjurth, expose to live steam from one 
to two 
minutes 
or 
to boiling hot 
water for five minutes }n case steam 
is not available. 
Fifth,, exposure. If 
possible, In bright sunlight from two 
to three hours. 


In this way the tinware can be kept 
clean and bright and free from bac- 
teria. 
Having thoroughly cleaned the 
vessels the prevention of access of 
dirt to the milk in process of milking 
Is Important, 


The following few brief instructions 
will prove of great assistance to farm 
butter makers: 


Keep good cows that will produce 
from 200 to 800 pounds or. more of 
butter fat annually. 


Feed them liberally; follow methods 
commonly employed among feeders in 
cow-testing associations. 


Keep 
the 
cows comfortable 
and 
clean when In the stable. 


Skim a rich heavy cream of not less 
than 25 per cent fat. 


Keep an accurate, 
reliable 
ther- 
mometer at hand and use .it intelli- 
gently. 


Keep the cream cool. 
It should be 
as near 60 degrees F. as possible. If 
It Is desirable to keep It sweet and 
check bacteria action. 


Cream should be ripened 
before 
churned; 65 degrees to 70 degrees F. 
favors the growth of the 
bacteria 
which produce desirable 
flavors 
in 
cream. 
Do not rl^en cream too long. 
It soon develops objectionable flavors. 
Stir the cream frequently during the 
ripening to insure uniformity. 
Strain 
the 
cream , through 
a 
wire-gauze 
strainer to break up or remove the 
curd particles. 


Chum at a temperature that will 
give a firm, flaky granule In the butter. 
This temperature varies slightly with 
the season, but ranges from 52 degrees 
to 62 degrees F. The use of a thermom- 
eter and Intelligent observation, as re- 
sult of a few chumlngs, will enable 
the butter maker to determine the 
proper temperature at which to churn. 
Chum should be stopped when butter 
granules are large as com kernels or 
peas. 
Time required for 
churning 
should bej25 to 80 minutes. 


Use clear, pure water for washing 
the butter. 
It should not be more 
than 8 degrees colder or warmer than 
the buttermilk. 
Use amount of water 
equal to that of the buttermilk. 
In a 
barrel churn, reverse 12 to IB times 
In washing. 


Weigh the granular washed butter 
and salt at the rate of three-fourths 
ounce to one ounce per pound. 
Be 
sure the salt' Is well pulverized and 
«1ft It evenly over the granular butter 


before any of the moisture is worked 
out. 


"Work the butter sufficiently to dis- 
tribute salt without injuring the grain 
or texture. 
Determine working by 
1, appearatnoe; 2, texture; 3, grlttlness. 
Butter, 
when 
sufficiently 
worked, 
should present a firm, glossy appear- 
ance. 
The texture should resemble 
the broken end of a steel rod. 
There 
should be no grrlttlness due to the un- 
evenly distributed or undleolved salt 
This can be determined by taking a 
small piece of butter between the teeth 
and biting into it repeatedly, any grlt- 
tlness will soon be observed. 
Insuffi- 
cient working Is generally shown by 
a mottled appearance In color on the 
cut surface. 
This Is largely due to an 
uneven distribution of salt. 
This re- 
sults In a salty condition and Injures 
the keeping quality. 
The aim of 
butter makers should be to produce a 
high-grade 
article 
that 
is 
uniform 
week after week In flavor and compo- 
sition. 
This can be done by careful 
methods 
in 
ripening, 
salting, 
and 
working. 


Put the butter up In clean, neat, at- 
tractive packages. 


Keep everything In end abou^ the 
dairy clean and attractive. 


Make earnest and conscientious ef- 
forts to obtain and retain profitable 
markets. . 


PRESERVING EGGS IN SAI/T. 


A German paper gives in substancie 
the following, as a result of certain 
tests where the eggs were placed In a 
saturated solution of common salt. 


"A fresh egg lies In a horizontal po- 
sition at the bottom of the vessel; an 
egg from 3 to 5 days old shows an 
elevation of the flat end BO that its 
long axis forms an angle of 50 de- 
grees. 
With an egg eight days' old 
the angle Increases to 45 degrees; 
and with one 14 days' old to 60 de- 
grees, and with one 3 weeks old to 
75 ^degrees, while an egg one month 
old floats vertically upon the pointed 
end." 


Anyone can try this. 
A scale must

Finishing Yearlings 


in the Dry Lot 


By PROFESSOR J. H. SKINNISl. 


Several years ago-Professor Cochel, 
who was then my associate in the 
Department 
of 
Animal 
Husbandry, 
assisted me in an experiment In finish- 
ing yearling calves in dry lots as com- 
pared to the pasture. 
Tlie results ob- 
tained may be brlefiy summarized as 
follows: 
. 


Calves given a full feed of grain 
from November to May made _ more 
rapid and cheaper gains, obtained a 
higher finish, sold at a higher price 
and returned a greater profit fed In a 
dry lot than when finished on the 
pasture. 


The full-fed calves when tumed on 
grass shrunk so much during the first 
10 days that It required from two to 
three weeks to bring them back to 
their original weight. 


Steers fed In the dry lot consumed 
a greater amount of concentrates than 
while on the pasture. 


The beef of the future must come 
from the farms of the middle west 
and the feeder who, in the fall of the 
j'ear, buys calves with a view to finl- 
Ishlng them for market In such con- 
dition that they will sell as prime 
yearlings should 
realize that 
he is 
entering into a feeding proposition 
that will require from nine to twelve 
months for its completion. 


In order to make the greatest finan- 
cial 
succfess from 
the 
venture 
he 
should 
select 
calves 
showing 
pro- 
nounced beef types, quality, early ma- 
turity, large capacity for feed and the 
"milk fat" -vylilch has been secured by 
having suckled the dam until placed 
In the feed lot 


The calves should, if possible, be 
taught to eat grain before weaning In 
order that there may be no loss In 
weight or condition when required to 
depend entirely upon themselves for 
sustenance. 
These two factors 
are 
only under control of the man who 
finishes calves of his own raising and 
who should logically follow the pro- 
duction of yearling beef in the com 
belt 


For him who makes a business of 
feeding cattle rather than producing 
them, the western ranges must fur- 
nish the material for the feed lot. 


which means that the calves will neo- 
esHarlly 
have 
lost 
much 
of 
the 
"bloom"* carried at weaning time and 
also be entirely unaccustomed to the 
feeds used for production of beef In 
the com belt, both of which will re- 
sult In a longer feeding period where 
prime yearling beef Is produced. 


When calves are first placed In the 
feed lot they should be given the 
most palatable feed that can be ob- 
tained until they have learned to eat 
Most excellent results in starting them 
can be secured from a grain mixture 
of shelled com, bran and oats mixed 
In equal proportions by weight, adding 
one part of linseed meal to 10 parts of 
the grain mixture. 


For roughage, good, bright clover 
or alfajfa hay and com silage are most 
useful. 
After they have learned to 
eat grain, the expensive feeds such as 
bran and oats may be dropped from 
the ""ration and the more concentrated 
feeds such as com, cotton seed or 
linseed meal Increased according to 
appetite, and fed in connection with 
good roughage during the winter. 


This method of treatment will re- 
sult in an Increase of approximately 
two pounds per head dally for six 
months. 
When high grade calves are 
given a full feed during this period 
on such rations they will sell from 25 
cents to 50 cents per hundred below 
the' prices paid for cattle 
of 
equal 
quality and type on the central mar- 
kets and will require from three to 
four months of full feeding to make 
them prime. 


The following report of the experi- 
ments shows a decided advantage in 
favor of dry-lot feeding. 


The cattle used' were high-grade 
Hereford steers. 
The dry lots were 
not wfell adapted to summer feeding, 
for the sheds were low and therefore 
hot and the files could not be kept 
out of them. 
The pasture consisted 
of nine acres of mixed timothy and 
clover, which furnished more grass 
than the cattle could consume from 
the middle of May to the middle of 
Augtist 


In each of the tests the dry-lot 
cattle made the greatest gain during 
the first month, but there was a de- 
cided decline during the next two 
months owing to their becoming fat- 
ter and the condition of the weather. 


The cattle in the pasture made the 
smallest gain during the first month

It Has been said against turkeys 
that they are destructive to crops, but 
in the writer's experience, they have. 
Instead, proven a benefit to growing 
crops of hay or grain; they are In 
search of insects, not green food. 


As soon as, or before, the hens show 
an Inclination to seek for nests In the 
spring a sufficient number of barrels 
or large boxes should be placed wher* 
they can find them, preferably on the 
grround so that the hen may w&Ik into 
the nest; If she has to Jump down 
Into the, barrei or box the chances mrm 
some eggs will be broken. 
Seclude 
these boxes or barrels by partly cov- 
ering them with brush or straw. After 
the hen begins to lay, remove the egg« 
each day, placing one or tm> hena^ 
eggs In their place. 


If the hen lays more than fifteen 
eggs, give all over that number to a 
chicken hen. but when the eggs are 
hatched, give all to the turkey hen. 
After the hen has been set, shut her 
in safely from anything that might 
harm her, but let her off the nest each 
morning very early, shutting her la 
again when she returns. 


Some claim that the chicken hen 
makes the best mother, but if those 
who claim this will notice, when feed- 
ing young turkeys with a chicken hen, 
they will see that often the turkeys 
will, after eating a few mouthfuls, go 
off in search of an Insect until csdled 
back by their unnatural mother and 
encouraged to stuff themselves with 
unnatural food. 


They do not wish to eat much' at one 
time and when being fed, should, at 
the same time, be supplied with water; 
but when allowed to roam they do

due, of course, to the change from 
dry lot to pasture and the decrease in 
the amount of grain they would eat. 


The steers in the dry lot made a 
gain of 894 pounds in excess of those 
on pasture during the first month of 
summer feeding, but the second month 
the difference was only 90 pounds and 
the third month those on pasture 
gained 63 pounds over those In the 
dry lot 


This shows that In the superiority 
of the dry-lot method the feeding was 
due entirely to the behavior of the 
steers the first month, after which the 
pasture was superior. 


The results of three month's feeding 
show a difference of 741 pounds gain 
in favor of the dry-lot caU.e during 
the three years, which was sufficient 
to overcome all the other advantages 
of pasture feeding when considered in 
connection with the added "bloom" 
and higher market price of the dry 
lot at the time of marketing. 


Our conclusions were that 
if 
It 
were possible to tum them out early 
in the season before the grass starts 
and continue the feeds used in the 
dry lot so that the steers would bo 
accustomed to the grass gradually, 
then there would be an advantage of 
dry-lot feeding In the summer, except 
for that which is due to the premium 
trade for dry-fed cattle on the central 
markets, caused by the general belief 
that carcasses from such cattle are 
superior to those from grass-fed ani- 
mals.

The turkey crop hatched prevf9tis 
to June 1st, should attain good growth 
by last of November, the cock blrda 
reaching 10 or 12 pounds. 


The turkey Is not fully matured 
until two years of age, and Is In his 
prime at three years, and nearly aa 
good at four years old. 
It Is, there- 
fore. a mistake to sell off all the older 
birds and retain the young ones for 
breeding purposes. 


Young turkeys are of a delicate 
nature until they are fully feathered 
and have thrown out a red on their 
heads, which usually occurs at about 
three months of age. 
After that they 
are hardy, and may be allowed un- 
limited range at all times. 


To fatten turkeys for market, they 
should be confined in pens of about 10 
feet square, and from six to eight 
birds to the pen. 
The quarters must 
be warm and dry, and tho iv- 'is must 
be protected from the rain 
orm. 


A good fattening food is a nvish of 
two parts bran and shorts, one-fourth 
ground wheat, mixed with a little 
water. 
Whole com and wheat is also 
an excellent fattener, and they may be 
given as much of this as they will eat. 
A little beef fat, finely chopped, given 
once or twice a week. Is relished and 
has a good effect. 
Skim milk should 
be kept before the ' birds all ^of the 
time. 


Turkey raising can be made a very 
profitable business, particularly In the 
west, where all kinds of grain grow at 
small cost 


It will pay well If only the regular 
markets are used, but if a private 
trade is worked up. which is easily 
done in any part of the country to-

Seed Selection 


One of the essential and most Im- 
portant factors for success In the po- 
tato Industry is the selection of perfect 
seed stock from the hill, in much tho 
same way as seed com Is selected In 
the field from the best. Individual 
stalks. 
There Is no other way to get 
true breed characteristics In potatoes 
except by selecting seed from the per- 
fect hill, and seed should be saved 
only from hills producing a first-class 
marketable potato In the growing of 
which there Is no waste of plant food. 
No manufacturer In this day of econ- 
omy could stand ^the loss entailed by 
methods of manufacture under which 
he was compelled to cull out and 
throw In the scrap pile 20 per cent of 
his product as waste, and no one can 
expect the highest success In potato 
culture who adopts methods resulting 
In a loss of 20 to 60 per cent of his 
crop in culls and unmarketable pota- 
toes. 
But this Is what the potato 
growers of the United States are, many 
of them, doing today. 


ABOTJT THE DUCKS. 


Although ducks will spend a great 
deal of time In the water If It Is al- 
ways accessable, when they return to 
their quarters they require a perfectly 
dry place. 


The straw or lltte^' which should 
always be cut fine, miist be removed 
as soon as It becomes damp or filthy. 
Care In this matter will prevent weak- 
ness of the legs and other troubles. 


Do not feed young ducks dry food. 
They require a fairly damp mash 
until they are about a month old. • T^e 
first few meals will consist of stale 
bread and moistened with a'^llttle milk 
and mixed with a very small portion 
of fine grit

CHANGES IN TfiE HORSE'S FORM DUE TO FATTENING 


The ability of a horsoto lay on flesh 
Is largely a matter of individuality 
controlled by disposition, temperament, 
age, condition, digestive capacity and 
type. 
A most interesting experiment 
was made, with twenty-one horses, to 
obtain data in regard to the efficiency 
of three different rations for fattening 
purpose. 
The point to be discussed in 
this article, however. Is merely that of 
the changes In form due to fattening. 


The average gains made by hones

weighing over 1450 pounds at the be- 
ginning 'of the experiment were prac- 
tically the same, as those Of lighter 
horses, which would seem to Indicate 
that weight is not a controlling factor 
In making gsilna Mature horses, 6 or 
7 years o^age, made more i».tlsfactory, 
gains thui those 4 to S yean of age.

of an adjustable chain, for the pur- 
poses of determining Where the fat 
was placed on the body. • 


Results showed that there was little 
change in depth of body, especially at 
the heart girth, but there was an ap- 
parent improvement in the spring of 
rib and a very material increase in the 
width of body throughout 
It would 
seem from the facts obtained that the 
grreatest change In iorm due to the 
fattening process Is notedv In those 
parts of the body where there Is the 
heaviest covering of muscle and that 
in those regions where there is little 
muscle the changes were insignificant. 


One very marked change In the 
form of the chest Is noted In the loca- 
tion of the point of greatest width, 
which is nearly two inches higher In 
the fat animal than one in thin con- 
dition. 
There Is 'a smoothness in out« 
line and rotundity of form after fat- 
tening which is entirely absent before 
the finishing process is started. 


In the outlines of the middle of 
pauch of thin horses, there Is a flat- 
tened appearance above tho median, 
while the same measurements after 
fattening result In almost a perfect 
circle. While there is some change In 
the lower half of the middle girth, the 
greater 
change in the upper 
half 
eliminates from the fat animal that 
degree of pauchiness which Is dl^ 
pleasing, and adds very-much to the 
neatness of the Individual. 


Ail a few of the hones used In the 
experiment were kept at heavy, work 
immediately after the'close of the ex- 
pfsrlment, It Is Interesting to note that 
as they lost In weight and condition, 
they assumed a form similar to that 


which they had before the fattening 
period. 


These changes are so striking as to 
need little or no comment, but show 
that the horse at hard work may not 
only utilize his dally rations for the 
production of work but may draw 
upon the reserve energy which Is 
stored up in the form of fat on his 
body. 


While additional data should be se- 
cured along these lines before final

conclusions are made, the results here 
presented seem to Indicate that the 
greatest change In fattening hones Is 
one of width rather than depth, that 
the smoothness, symmetry and gen- 
eral appearance are greatly Improved 
by the '^rounding out" procesa due to 
depoirit of fat within the musclea, and 
that the form of the Individual horse 
Is largely a matter of condition, while 
the type la almost entirely due to 
breeding.

Farm Traction Engine 


It takes about two gallons of gaso- 
line to disc and harrow an acre of 
ground, and it is estimated that wheat 
ground can be. put in condition for 
seeding at the total cost of 65 cents 
per acre. 
This includes, of course, 
the wages of men necessary to oper- 
ate the engine. 


Moving along at the rate of three 
miles an hour the engine will drag 
discs covering a strip of ground from 
24 to Í6 feet wide, and behind these 
are hitched harrows which leave the 
land In fine condition. 


The engine moves with apparent 
ease and in fact It could drag more 
discs and more harrows If they could 
be handled to advantage. 


The farm traction engine Is yet 
really In Its first stages of develop- 
ment. 
Inventen confidently expect 
soon to produce a machine 
much 
lighter In weight, more easily hand- 
led, better adapted to all' kinds of 
f u m work which can be operated at 
less expense for fuel. 


It will not be surprising if In the 
next ten years farms as small 
as 
100 acres will be operated mainly by 
traction power. 
Tho best inventive 
genius of this country is now at work 
trying to produce a useful little ma- 
chine that can be operated In small 
fields, furnish power for separators, 
pumping machines, feed grinders, and 
so on, and take the place of a single 
team of hones In transporting pro- 
duce from the farm to the market.

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The Indianapolis Indictments. 


The indictments of two state of/Hals and eleven 


members or attaches of the last Indiana 1 ogislature by 
the Marion county grand jury, at Indianapolis, on fraud 
charges, is bound to create a lively sort of sensation over 
the state. Whether it shall develop that conviction be 
phtained is, of course, yet to be determined. The grand 
jury acts upon evidence which it believes indicates a pre- 
sumption of guilt. In actual trial it is not infrequently 
impossible to substantiate to the satisfaction of a jury 
•charges which a grand jury has regarded as sufficient 
to warrant it in lodging the charges. 


Sifted down, the indictments appear to be based on 


the charge that door-keepers, clerks and stenographers in 
excess of the legal number were employed by the last 
legislature, and that the pa^Tnent to these employes of 
axsf state funds for their services was wholly illegal and 
,./ constituted fraud under the Indiana statute. One ele- 


ment that is likely to prove an important factor when the 
cases come to trial is the fact that but one of the thirteen 
men involved in the indictments is said to have himself 
received any of the financial fruits of the alleged wrong- 
doing. The whole thing, appraised in its worst aspect, as- 
pears to be solely the operation of the: vicious principle, 
followed by all political parties, that a certain number of 
"the boys"—as many as possible Of them, in fact—have 
to be taken care of as a reward for their political fealty. 


Whether the officials and the "plunder committee" 


&f the last legislature had precedent for its action or not, 
we do not know. Wo do not believe, however, it can af- 
ford to offer a pica of that sort in extenuation of any of: 
its actions that may develop to have been illegal. The 
people of Indiana will insist that, if truilt is present, it be 
adequately punished. It is worthy of note that the pur- 


. 
pose for^which the special grand jur\- was called—the in- 
vestigation of charges that bills which never passed were 
juggled through the legislative session and into the print- 
ed acts—developed nothing on which retributive pro- 
cedure may be hinged. If unlawful payments to super- 
fluous legislative employes has obtained, however, and the 
present instance be the means of putting an end to the 
practice, both Governor Ralston, whose action demanding 
the special grand jury investigation brought about a de- 
velopment of which the public had no hint, and the grand 
jurors, who lodged the charges, will have performed a dis- 
tinct service for the state.

a Rich Cake 


Very often you find that 


when cutting or slicing a 
cake, that the cake is so 
rich or delicate that the 
slice breaks or crumbles, 
and you are ashamed to 
serve it to your company.

Many peo- 
ple will cut a. cake just 
like cutting a slice of 
bread, and, generally, a 
little thinner, which caus- 
es it to crumble or break.

(shaved in fine, pieces), thre^ teaspoons 
(each) of candied lemon

peel (cut fine). Mix all these with the 
suet and flour. 
Add the raisins and 


wrants and one- tablespoon 
of salt. 


Stir Into this mixture one wine glass of 
rfder, add one pound of dry fine bread- 
crumbs, mix nnd set away, covered with 
tight COTer, for thirty-six hours.

The modern 


store carries as many different numbers 
as possible, and comparatively few of 
any one. Hence to withdraw a garment 
from stock, especially if it is a popular 
and easily salable item, is to run the 
risk of missing the liona fide sale which 
might easily lie found for it. 


Tn the next place, it is necessary to 


pack and wrap the merchandise, and to 
liavo It delivered. In the CASC of many 
specialty stores, no delivery equipment 
is maintained and a definite charge is 
made by the parcel concern which han- 
dles the deliveries. There would be ex- 
pense in any event, but it is brought out 
clearly when the work is done by some- 
body else, as it frequently is. 
If the 


goods are returned, the merchant loses 
this absolutely, and when many returns 
arc made from approval sales, the losaca 
on this item alone are considerable. 


There must also be a record made of 


tho transaction, showing that the gar- 
ment was sent on approval, and re-

In 
his blood was the bravery of that same 
French race which to-day is fighting to 
drive the N invader from its soil. 
He 


was born in 1779 in Charleston, S. C., 


of Poinsett had j received as a typical American citixen. j tullt tj,cy cou],j |O ,_,\ 
mals generations On account of his wide learning and 
estates and neighbor 


varied accomplishments he became a 
welcome guest at the Russian court in 
Petrograd, and there is to he found in 
his reminiscences a delightful account 
of a dinner at which he was the guest 
of the Tsar. 
The Emperor of Russia 


offered him" a commission in the army, 
in which he was contemplating making 
changes of organization and personnel. 
The turn of affairs at home and the ill- 
ness of bis father compelled his return 
to the United States. 
After the estate 


of the elder Poinsett had been settled 
he applied to President -Madison for mili- 
tary employment and -was about lo be- 
come quartermaster general of the army 
when the Secretary of War interfered.

With uni- 
versal service no invader will ever set 
foot in England, -but with the present 
Ministers the policy of drift will continue 
until the blow is struck, and when' the. 
poor Tcrritoria's arc assembling for their ' 
'six months of rigorous training' they 
will he wiped out of existence. 


"All the civilized world is now watch- 


ing with almost breathless interest the 
astounding rapidity with which Ger- 
many is overtakins us in the building- of 
battle, ships," he wrote, still in 1013, 
"and all sa-fe ourselves feel sure that 
she will rest neither day nor night until 
she has outbuilt n-s as she has already 
surpassed us in the output of her arma- 
ments. 
At Esseu. within the last two 


years the staff of workmen hns swelled 
from (iO.OOO to 12-1,000, creating a pro- 
ductive capacity lo keep pace with which 
will tax the resources of all our greatest 
firms. 


"It is stated on reliable authority that 


the Krnpps arc now able to turn ont cans, 
Iran mountings and armor plates for tea 
battle iships in one year. 


" 'Germany strikes when Germany's 


hour has struck.' This is and always 
has been the'policy of her Foreign Of- 
fice. It was the relentless policy pur- 
sued by Bismarck against unprepared 
Denmark, against unprepared Austria 
and against unprepared France, and It 
is her policy at the present hour. Her 
immense advantage lies in the fact that 
she always liM the initiative and can 
select her own Urn*, which is extremely 
unlikely to be ear time. AM the lat* Lord 
Roberts so impressively pot it :—'At the 
present day, "now, In the year 1913, just 
as in 1860 and jiu?t as in 1870, war will 
take place the instant German forces by 
land and by sea are, by their superiority 
at overy point, as certain of victory as 
anything in humtn calculation can be 
made certain.' 


"Now when Lord Botocrts, tie most 


experienced and probably the greatest 
living soldier in Europe, tells us it in 
Ins firm conviction, founded upon evi- 
dence, past and present, that in the 
heart of one nation on the Continent it 
is the intention to lower the pride of 
Great Britain to the dust, a fact which 
must be clear to the mini of every man 
capable of reading tlie signs of the times, 
lie is called 'a dreamer," and the govern- 
ment tries to wave him aside. 


"The government in its wisdom waved 


aside the advice of our best naval and 
military authorities. 
Ixird Kitchener, 


flic man of all others peculiarly fitted for 
the emergency, was sent to Egypt and 
a lawyer put in his place. Our highly 
efficient regular army was reduced by 
30,000 and the militia and volunteers 
abolished. 
A scheme emerged to give 


us a highly trained, thoroughly equipped 
territorial force of 900,000 men of the 
best blood in the land, 


"Unfortunately no persuasion could

Mr. Poieacu went in 1822 on an im- 


portant special mifflflon to Mexico during 
the rule of Itnrhldo and afterward wont 
there a* the Minister from the United 
State*. During one of the revolutionary 
outbreaks which for BO many years have 
been a feature of the life of the repub- 
lic to the couth, certain prominent Mexi- 
can families took refuge In bis home. 
He placed on the front of the building 
an American flag and, (landing on the 
balcony, defied the mob to harm him or 
the building, which was then nnder the 
protection of the flag. 


He became involved it) a controversy 


With certain of the authorities in Mexico 
who accused him of introducing Free- 
masonry into the. Country. As a matter 
of fact, he had been asked by certain 
Freemasons in Mexico to send to the 
grand ledge of the Slate of New York 
lor charters for their lodges, and this 
ho did. On his return to the United 
States Mr. I'oinsctt wrote a vigoroui 
pamphlet in defence of his action. 


An intense federalist iu his sympathies, 


he gave loyal adherence to the national 
government when his own South Caro- 
lina was the hotbed of nullification agi- 
tation. 
He became tho leader of the 


Union party there. It is said that he 
secretly developed a powerful military 
organization whlclf was ready on short 
notice to defend the cause of the Onion. 
General Jackson, then President of the 
United States, gave him authority to 
get arms and ammunition from the gov- 
ernment arseual and the tradition is that 
he even had a commission of colonel in 
the regular army. 


The following administration saw him 


Sewotaiy of War of the United States. 
His influence in that office abides to 
this day. Mr. Poinsett brought about 
a radical reorganization of the artillery 
arm of the service and gave especial at- 
tention to tho development of field bat- 
teries. 
His recommendation to Con- 


gress in 1840 that all States of the Union 
have their militia reorganized under fed- 
eral supervision was far in advance of 
his time. There are Tnany things in the 
National Guard organization of the pres- 


ent day, however, which were largely dua 
to the recommendations of Mr. Poinsett. 


His last public office had been filled 


when he closed his portfolio of AVar. 
The rest of his life, which w«g given 
no much to action and still more to great 
flchemcB which were always on the verge 
of action, was spent in studious retire- 
ment at Stfttegburg, where he died on 
September 12, 1851. He took interest 
still in public affairs and was one of the 
most earnest opponent* of the 'war with 
Mexico, 
~_ 


His garden In the,Sonth gave Mm 


much pleasure and there it was that he 
cultivated the beautiful red flower h? 
bronght from Mexico and to which hia 
fellow botanists gave the name of Poin- 
settia 
pnlcherina. 
The popularity ot 


this flower for decorations at this sea- 
son of the year has been steadily grow- 
ing and at the present time there are 
few who think of its Mexican origin, and 
regard it us a plant indigenous to thii 
country. 


To the scholar, the antiquarian and th« 


scientist the name of Poinsett meant 
ranch, for he was one of the founders 
of tue National Museum at Washington 
and gave to it a most valuable collec- 
tion. His discourse on "The Promotion 
of Science," delivered on the first anni- 
versary of the opening, in 1841, is a 
document which is quoted to this day. 
Mr. Poinsett was also the founder of an 
academy of fine art* at Charleston, 
which existed for several years. 
There 


arc in existence many of 'his unpub- 
lished papers besides his "Notes on Mexi- 
co," which have an important bearing 
on our national life. 
Columbia Uni- 


versity, of this city, conferred upon him 
tho degree of doctor of laws. 


And from the career of the publicist 


and the statesman we go to the all too 
short "one" of a grand-nephew, George 
Poineott, of the United States marines, 
over whose body at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard only a few months, ago the Presi- 
dent of the United States spoke words 
of eulogy. Thus it is that fine Ameri- 
can traditions, intelligent zeal in the 
performance of duty and devotion to th« 
cause of country are all expressed in tin 
petals of poinsettia, blood'red flower o) 
courage.

I n tho first place, 
it was closely interlinked -vit.h the re- 
ligions ceremonies with which men about 
to enter into buttle sought 10 propitiate 
the gods and win support for their armies. 
Thfc psychological effect of the dance 
was of the greatest value. Just as the 
xtrains of martial music have sometimes 
been a determining fcwtor in fighting 
and always a valuable aid. so men who 
hnd participated in a "war dance were 
already half conquerors.

The Portuguese soldier boasts a dis- 


tinct lineage of battling performance as 
far ktck as his first regal ruler, Affonso 
Henriques, who carved his way from the 
rank of Count of Portugal to kiug of the 


' »ame country. Alter nearly sixty years 


of incessant fiirtitin;; he bequeathed to b'r 
son Saucbo in I1S5 a powerful little kiuu 
dom, whose fighting fame had already 
spread 
throughout 
all 
Christendom. 


Under such a leader the battling man of 
the new nation had his work cut out for 
him, 
hut IK; made no demur, 
llc was 


led ag.iinst 8»nin for ten yea re, until the 
independence of Portugal was acknowl- 
edged. Tin- next iwenty-five years of the 
reign of Affnnxo VMS one long fight with 
the .Muors, who a; that period were in 
power on the Spanish peninsula. 


In May, 11,'JSt, Affiinso gathered an 


army comprising Urn chivalry ot Port- 
ugal among the nobility and the stout- 
est of nil the Portuguese commoners. 
Ho boldly crossed the Tagus and en- 
tered tin- old .Moorish province of AI- 
kasr Ibn Abi Danes. Ismar, the emir, 
endeavored to collect an army of re- 
sistince,' but the progress ot Affouso 
was too Bwift. At Ourique, twcnty-fivc 
miles south of Beja, the Portuguese sol- 
dier met his omniiy July 2.'!, 1K',!), and 
one of the famous battles of history was 
fought. 
Some historians have it that 


200,000 Mahommeiians were slain, with 
five of their kingH. 
These kings were, 


probably minor Moorish rulers. 
Ca- 


moens, alluding to this great battle in the 
"Luxiads," declares that the five incs-' 
cutcheons on the shield of Portugal have 
reference to the slaying of these five 
-Moorish raonarchs. The chronicler tells 
how the common soldier in Ihis battle 
performed duals of individual and col- 
lective valor that made the fighting aris- 
tocrat envious. 
But some of the Por- 


tuguese knights did themselves great 
credit, one troop of sixty horse putting 
a reserve army of one of the five kings 
to flight. 
Affouso then ltd the soldi,-r 


of Portugal against the city 7>f Sau- 
tnrem, •which he took hy storm, defeating 
the famous Mohammedan warrior Abu 
Zckeria, March 15, 1147. Lisbon, des- 
tined to.be the Portuguese capital, was 
taken the following year. 
Hy 1148 the 


fighter of Portugal had made himself 
muster of the whole ot the southern 
Beira and Kstrcmadura.

sired but one more triumph—-tho capture 
of the wealthy city of Alcacer do Sal.

Morocco, wlio had crossed the Strails to 
attack the Christian kingdom, found him- 
self coiil'ronled by th* Portuguese king 
and his fighting mm. 
At Uiis battle Af- 


fonso won the soubriquet of "the Brave," 
and the reputation of hia soldiers in- 
creased everywhere. 


Ten pieces of ordnance were used for 


the first lime by the Portuguese at the 
battle of Aljiibarrota, August M, 13S5, 
when John I., "the (Trent," utterly de- 
feated the King ot Castile. At this battle 
.HW of the famous English archers took 
part, having been sent to Portugal's aid 
by her ally. But the Portuguese soldie.- 
al.so won laurels that are still sung, and 
the independence of his country from 
Spain was reassured. 


Prince Henry of Portugal, also called 


"the .Navigator," led the fighting men of 
Portugal to victory «lien he was barely 
twenty years of age. At the siege of the 
Moorish city *f Cento, on ihe African 
itiast, August 24, 1415, the battlers of 
the little kingdom performed prodigies of 
valor. This was the first conquest made 
by the Portuguese soldier outside of his 
ICiiropean limits. 


Affonso de Alnoquerquo was the great- 


est of all the Portuguese commanders 
who 
followed, 
the 
famous 
discoverer 


Vasco da Oama to India. 
Va.sco him-

his fighting maue. addressed bis soldiers, 
and on November 215 recnrried the city by 
storm,slaying more than 2,000 Mohamme- 
dans, 
following this came sharp fight- 


ing with the Malays and the founding of 
a factory at Malacca. 
Nearly contem- 


porary with this period of Portuguese 
glory was the fa-nous /cat of arras per- 
formed by the commander Duarte Pa- 
cbiTo. 
With 000 Portuguese soldiers 


sent from home to *nrrison tho fort buill 
at Cochin he drove back a great army 
sent agniiist him by the /amorin or 
native ruler, and althnuth the pirrison 
wns enfei^led by pickness, he rmule a 
sortie and in open battle defeated 5,000 
of the enemy's best troops. This victory 
clindied the already enriable reputation 
acquired by the Portuguese in India .11 
soldiers. 


]>om Joan de Castro, the Illustrious 


renowned St. Francis 
Ki.ldii-r of Poring]! I dis- 


friend ot the 
Xavier. is the 
tingiilshe; above all others for Ihe noble 
purity of his life. 
In I.'IO lir> was np- 


poinled Viceroy of India. The Sultan 
of Turkey went n fleet down the Bed 
Sea to extenifiiuate the Portuguese in 
India. When De Castro arrived at (ion 
he learned that l>iil was being besieged 
•by Mohammed 
1IT. of (tiijarat, and 


after a gallant defence was In extremi- 
ties. l»e Castro added (he freili Portu- 
guese. contingent he iiad brought with 
him to the troops available at Goa, ami 
marched nl once to relieve Dill. He de- 
feated Mohammed in n pitched battle be- 
neath the walls, the ROUlier of Portugal 
repeatedly engaging in single combat 
wil.li Ihe Turk and worsting him. This 
•victory, the greatest won by the Portn- 


He in India, was followed by the an- 


nihilation of tho cnamy'a fleet 
The 


fame of. Dc Castro and his soldiers rang 


»,djprs filed by nn.l d!3 obeiraniw, !•««• 


escorting the remains to the Convent rf 
Alr-obaca. where they were buried among 
Portuguese royalty. 


On November 30. 3807. the soldiers ol 


N'apoleon entered Lisbon and later Klnt 
John VI., then acting as Regent, t\tt 
aboard the British war vessels in th» 
harbor and sailed to Brazil. The pusil- 
lanimous conduct of their rnler so ei- 
tt*per:itt-d, the Porlugnesc that they wel- 
comed uuJ fraternized with the French. 
Junot. the KrcnHt 
commander, di* 


banded the entire Portuguese army att4 
garrisoned the more important citiei 
and 
fiwtrowiwi with French troops. 


Then he inised a powerful Portujrue«« 
forre consisting of two divisions of in- 
fantry, two rudiments of cacadores <* 
light infantry, and three regiment* of 
cavalry, which were sent immediately M^ 
France for service under the command 
of the Marquis ot Alorna. This fore* 
was known as tho Portuguese Lesion 
find itx tille gradually become know* 
with respeit and admiration on all th* 
big battlefields of Kurope during rh« 
next eight years. It did gallant work foi 
Nnimleon throughout the French cam- 
paigns in Knain. (iemiauy and Huxxi.1, 
nud a good remnant of H fought undo 
Bonnpartf'* sbnulard at Waterloo. 


When Wellington finally routed Jnniri 


at Vimeir.j, August HI. ISCK. the French 
nvre compelled lo rrncitnlu Portugal. 
Lnter. in order to establish law find 
order, the English government was asked 
lo reorganise the Portuguese, unny. 
Miijor General Berenfor'1 wax sent from 
Ixiudon fo;- that purpose. In the mean- 
tune the French had :Tninrd some jme- 
eess on the Np.inkh-Portuguese frontMl 
and the piiijile of Portugal felt the need 
of immediate action in the way of rtto- 
iiiR another army. Great Britain, -will- 
ing to have Portugal for a base against

Portuguese out o£ South America. They 
captured the city of San Salvador, but 
In 
]OL'(i, more soldiers arriving from 


home, the Portuguese retook the place. 
But the Dutch acquired domination 
under Count Maurice of Nassau and 
hefd it until 16-15, when all of the Portu- 
guese colonists rose in 
insurrection. 


Holland sent a number of fleets to 
Urozil but could gain no fresh foothold 
in tho country because of the fighting 
nmii ot Portugal. 
In 1055 Ihe Dutch 


gave up pie. attempt, abandoning all 
their acfruisitions of tho past quarter of 
.1 century. 


One of the most romantic sen-ices in 


which the soldier of Portugal ever en- 
gaged was during the civil war be- 
tween Affonso IV., "tlie Brave," and 
his son, L)om Pedro, afterward King 
Pedro, "the Severe." 
The war came 


about tlirongh the murder in the streets 
of Coimbra of Donna Incs dc Castro, 
declared by historians to be the most 
•beautiful woman of Portugal of any age. 
King Affouso had her killed by three 
of his courtiers, January ?, 1:555, in 
order that his son's infatuation for lier 
might not lead to disturbance in the mat- 
ter of the royal succession. Dom Pedro 
gathered .in army at once when he heard 
of the murder. The King was compelled 
to do likewise. 
After several light CD- 


counters, iu which the principals did not 
participate, a peace was patched up, 
lasting until the death of Affonso, two 
years later. Then King Pedro's soldiers 
put down an uprising incited by the 
friends of the courtiers who had mur- 
dered the beautiful Incs, and ho pro- 
ceeded to wreak vengeance on all who 
had had a hand in the assassination. 
On April 24, 130], King Pedro had the 
body of Ines eshmncd, solemnly robed 
as a. queen and crowned, while his sol- 


their country were also placed in acttv* 
command*. 


In 1810 a number of Portuguese regf. 


ments were brigaded with the Britiih 
nnrt showed themselves well worthy «f 
the mingling. 
At the fatnou* battle 


of Busaco they fought side by Bide with 
their Jtritish comrades. The bebarior of 
of the Eighth Portuguese infantry is ac- 
knowledged by historian* to hare been 
both brnve and gallant; their bayonet 
charge having been ranch commented 
upon. At the same time that Beresfor* 
was doing snch effective army building 
thousands of the yoaa of Portugal were 
enlisting in the regular army or in the 
militia reserve. 


Agnin, at the battle of Salamanca the 


attacks of the Portuguese brigades on 
the Arapiles, even though they failed, 
roused the warm admiration of the Brit- 
ish soldiers and officers. 
This fight, 


July 22, 3812, put the Portuguese gol- 
dicr to the severest kind of teat and 
lie was not found lacking. During the 
movements folio-tying the victory tt 
Vittoria, in the Peninsular campaign, 
the soldiers of Portngal showed such 
courage and discipline that Wellington 
as well as the contemporary historian* 
praised them highly. 


At the fiercely fought battle of Boro- 


dino, a preliminary to the advance on 
Moscow, in 1812, two battalions of th« 
Portuguese Legion placed in the brigade 
with Napoleon's old Italian campaign 
fighters exceeded the veterans in Utt 
fury and success of their attack. 


And it. must be remembered to his fight- 


ing credit and ability thai while he w«a 
battling near at home he was «lso bat- 
tling abroad under the French, and gain- 
ing honor at both places. It is not of rec- 
ord that these two commands of Portu- 
guese troops ever encountered each other 
on the field, although for years fighting 
undcsr flags that were opposed. At the 
time that Wellington's generals wcro 
raised to the peerage especial mentio» 
was made of tho nervices of the Porto 
suese soldier, and aa a consoqucno 
Beresford was made a lord.
